INTRODUCTION 


Tovm  Hall, 
Shipley 

To  the  Chairmen  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committees  of  the 
Urban  Districts  of  Shipley,  Bingley,  Baildon  and  Denholme 

Ladies  and  Oentlemen, 

The  population  for  the  Division  remained  unchanged  from  the  previous 
year  at  a  figure  of  70,220.  The  total  births  declined  as  did  the 
Infantile  Mortality  Rate  which  fell  from  '15»3  in  1966  to  13«0  in  1967* 

Staff 


Several  Health  Visitors  retired  or  left  and  had  to  be  replaced  by 
Assistants.  The  District  Nursing  and  Midwife  establishments  were  main¬ 
tained  and  the  position  with  respect  to  Public  Health  Inspectors  improved 
slightly,  but  we  are  still  having  to  contend  ^\rith  staff  inadequacies  with 
particular  reference  to  highly  qualified  personnel,  for  whose  places  there 
is  a  notable  dearth  of  candidates. 

Housing 

Very  considerable  progress  was  effected  in  Shipley  and  Bingley.  In 
the  former  town  the  considerable  housing  programme  nears  completion  and  the 
the  rehousing  of  persons  from  unfit  houses  has  transformed  the  standards 
of  living  in  the  town.  The  next  fev/  years  will  bring  Bingley  and  Baildon 
into  line . 

Clean  Air 


Programmes  in  Baildon,  Bingley  and  Shipley  near  completion  and  eradi¬ 
cation  of  domestic  pollution  should  contribute  much  to  the  amenities  of  the 
respective  tovms. 

Food  Hygiene  and  Shops  and  Offices  Acts 

Some  progress  has  been  made  during  the  year  but  there  remains  a 
considerable  leeway  which  should  be  overtaken  when  work  connected  v/ith 
Clean  Air  is  further  reduced. 
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Co-operation  with  G-eneral  Practitioners 

Health  Visitors,  District  Nurses  and  Mental  Health  'Yorkers  are 
assigned  to  particular  practices  and  in  day-to-day  contaot  with  Ceneral 
Practitioners.  Midwives  are  virtually  similarly  placed  with  respect  to 
home  confinements. 

Mental  Health 

The  two  officers  v/orking  on  a  practice  basis  are  in  need  of  further 
reinforcement  by  a  third  member  of  staff. 

Home  Helps  and  Chiropody 

Both  services  are  used  predominantly  on  behalf  of  aged  persons  and 
supplement  the  extensive  housing,  hospital,  medical,  welfare,  nursing  and 
social  facilities  provided  for  aged  persons. 

My  thanks  are  due  to  members  of  staff  including  doctors,  nurses, 
inspectors  and  clerks,  for  their  help  throughout  the  year,  I  am  also 
obliged  to  the  members  of  the  staff  who  have  helped  me  in  the  preparation 
of  this  report  and  for  the  continued  advice  of  colleagues  in  the  various 
departments  of  the  Urban  Districts  and  County,  I  am  indebted  too  for 
the  interest  of  the  Chairmen  and  members  of  the  Council  committees  for 
their  continued  interest  in  health  matters.

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POPULATION  NOTES  AI'ID  AnCTiiL  STATISTICS 

The  mid  year  population  estimate  by  the  Pcegistrar  General  was,  l)oth 
f»r  the  Division  and  the  respective  Urban  Districts,  that  of  the  previous 
year,  the  first  in  which  the  total  population  exceeded  70,000,  The  only 
substantial  change  was  indeed  movement  within  the  Division  due  to  new 
housing  and  clearance  of  unfit  houses  which  affected  distribution  as 
between  Urban  Districts. 

Births 

The  total  at  1,1 68  live  and  stillbirths  (l,l53  live  and  13  still)  v;as 
slightly  below  the  previous  year’s  total  of  1,233.  The  Stillbirth  Rate 
at  12,8  remained  low  but  there  was  a  slight  rise  in  the  illegitimacy  rate 
from  the  previous  year. 

Deaths 


There  was  no  appreciable  change  in  the  Death  Rate  and  the  predominant 
causes  of  death  remained  the  same.  These,  particularly  amongst  aged 
people,  were  circulatory  disorders  and  heart  diseases,  malignancy  and 
central  nervous  lesions  in  elderly  persons. 

Infantile  Mortality 

There  was  a  fall  in  this  rate  from  13.3  in  1966  to  13*0  in  the  current 
year.  Fifteen  children  under  one  died,  the  major  cause  being  congenital 
malformation  during  the  first  week  of  life.  As  an  index  of  social  progress 
in  health,  housing  and  living  standards,  the  figure  is  more  than  satis¬ 
factory,  The  Perinatal  Mortality  Rate  represented  by  stillbirths  and 
deaths  during  the  first  seven  days  of  life  was  20.3  -  a  useful  gauge  of 
the  efficiency  of  the  maternity  services  witliin  the  Division. 

SOCIAL  CONDITIONS 


The  Division  comprises  four  Urban  Districts  -  Shipley,  Bingley, 

Baildon  and  Denholrae.  The  primary  industry  is  wool  manufacture,  but 
there  is  considerable  population  engaged  in  other  heavy  industry. 

Shipley  is  a  compact  industrial  tovm  of  about  30,000  people.  The 
principal  industry  is  the  manufacture  of  worsted  cloths  but  other  industries 
include  light  and  heavy  engineering,  joinery,  building,  footwear  and 
plastics,  all  of  which  contribute  to  diversification  of  occupational 
resources . 
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In  the  post  war  period  over  3^000  houses  have  been  built,  approx¬ 
imately  one  third  private  and  two  thirds  Council.  This  is  exclusive  of 
566  houses  on  the  Coach  Road,  Baildon  and  1  22|.  flats  and  maisonettes  at 
Hoyle  Court,  Baildon,  outwith  the  Urban  District,  Slum  clearance  has 
demolished  over  2,000  unfit  back  to  backs  and  another  800  have  been  repre¬ 
sented  and  were  awaiting  enquiry  at  31 st  December  196?. 

An  industrial  estate  was  introduced  at  Dockfield,  a  new  central  area 
shopping  centre  and  a  projected  business  area  will  replace  obsolete  houses 
and  other  premises  without  impinging  on  the  extensive  open  spaces  and 
parks  within  and  adjoining  the  town. 

Bingley.  Under  the  Housing  Acts  extensive  development  has  been 
undertaken  by  the  Council  in  the  centre  of  the  tov/n,  at  Cullingworth, 
Crossflatts,  Wilsden  and  Cottingley.  Provision  for  elderly  persons  has 
been  met  by  accommodation  at  Ashfield  Court  and  Myrtle  Court  and  additional 
housing  progress  includes  1 89  flats  at  Crossley  Uoodl  and  others  at  Cross¬ 
flatts  and  Momington  Road.  A  County  Home  at  Cottingley  affords  resi¬ 
dential  accommodation  for  55  elderly  persons. 

Mini-clinics  have  been  erected  at  Cottingley  and  Cullingworth  and 
it  is  hoped  to  find  land  for  an  additional  one  at  Eldwick. 

Rapid  progress  has  been  effected  in  the  clean  air  programme  which 
should  be  completed  within  a  few  years. 

Baildon .  This  is  an  ancient  village  whose  staple  woollen  industry 
goes  back  to  the  I5th  Century,  The  town  largel3'’  comprises  however  modern 
development  which  in  the  last  2|.0  years  has  extended  right  up  to  the  moors. 
Industry,  which  is  principally  sited  on  the  lower  tier,  comprises  v/oollen 
manufacture,  engineering,  dye  works  and  synthetic  fibre  production.  There 
has  been  considerable  development  of  private  housing  throughout  the  Urban 
District,  The  Council  own  over  1 ,000  houses  and  bungalows,  many  of  the 
latter  reserved  for  elderly  persons.  More  than  three  quarters  of  these 
have  been  erected  since  the  last  war.  New  schools,  including  a  grammar 
school,  add  to  amenity  and  the  clean  air  programme  should  be  completed  by 
1970.  Demolition  of  the  residue  of  unfit  houses  offers  no  long  term 
problem  against  the  resources  of  the  Urban  District, 

Denholme .  The  environs  are  rural  but  the  centre  of  the  town  remains 
predominantly  1 9th  Century  type  with  a  high  percentage  of  back  to  back 
houses.  The  town  is  industrial  in  character  and  the  periphery  has 
scattered  hamlets  and  farms.  Basic  industries  are  associated  v/ith  wool 
although  a  silk  mill,  joinery,  stone  quarry  and  sawmills  provide  occupation. 
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EMPLOBIENT 


Immigrant  labour  which  supplements  the  high  demand  for  skill ed  and 
unskilled  workers  in  textiles,  transport,  and  the  nursing  services,  is 
available  locally  but  most  of  these  workers  live  in  Bradford,  Conse¬ 
quently  we  have  not  been  subject  to  the  social  pressures  evident  in  other 
areas  during  an  extensive  programme  of  rehousing.  Miss  Carlton,  Assis¬ 
tant  Manager  at  the  Ministry  of  Labour,  reports  as  follows :- 

"  Y/hilst  the  register  of  wholly  unemployed  persons  rose  during  the  year 
the  increase  was  not  as  high  as  had  been  anticipated.  There  v/as  a  little 
short-time  working  but  of  no  significance. 

The  demand  for  skilled  labour  in  engineering  and  textiles  was  main¬ 
tained  but  there  was  a  falling  off  for  unslcilled  v/orkers.  By  the  end  of 
1967  prospects  appeared  brighter  though  the  building  industry  v/as  compara¬ 
tively  quiet, 

CENEHAL  PROVISIONS  _0_g  _lg^  SBRVICES  FOR  TliB  aBLA 

The  Ceneral  Practitioner  service  provided  through  the  Executive 
Council  under  the  national  Health  Service  Act,  coupled  with  pharmaceutical, 
ophthalmic  and  dental  services,  remains  the  basis  of  curative  and  much 
preventive  medicine.  For  many  years,  the  day-to-day  v/ork  of  the  District 
Nurse  and  Midwife  has  been  associated  with  the  clinical  guidance  and 
experience  of  the  family  doctor.  Where  practices  are  ’fringe*,  patients 
are  cared  for  by  the  Health  Visitor  on  an  areas  basis  in  co-ordination 
with  the  family  doctor.  Close  alignment  of  highly  trained  personnel 
with  practice  has  greatly  stimulated  interest  and  appreciation  has  been 
expressed  by  medical  practitioners, 

HOSPITAL  SERVICES  AIM)  LIAISON 

A  comprehensive  range  of  hospital  services  is  available  for  acute  and 
chronic  sick  at  convenient  distances  from  centres  of  population.  Large 
cities  locally  attract  medical  and  surgical  specialties;  nevertheless,  a 
v/ide  range  of  care  has  been  provided  by  the  cottage  hospitals  in  Siiipley 
and  Bingley  manned  by  local  medical  practitioners  whose  patients  have 
readily  available  the  advice  of  visiting  consultants, 

Shipley  Maternity  Home  has  for  many  years  given  the  neighbourhood  a 
convenient  servioe,  enabling  local  doctors  to  attend  their  own  patients  at 
confinement  and  lying-in.  Again,  the  services  of  consultant  obstetricians, 
gynaecologists,  and  paediatricians  are  provided.  In  addition  to  sld.ll, 
knovdedge  and  experience,  these  small  hospitals  offer  a  friendly  atmosphere 
important  in  the  recovery  of  the  patient,  often  less  frequently  provided  in 
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laxge  institutions.  Furthermore,  they  present  a  sphere  of  usefulness 
for  a  certain  range  of  surgical  and  medical  cases,  especially  in  elderly 
persons.  G-eneral  and  local  hospitals  are  in  daily  contact  hy  letter  and 
telephone  with  the  He-olth  J^epartment,  and  personal  contact  has  been 
established  between  the  Almoner  in  hospital  and  Health  Visitor  at  the 
Town  Hall. 


(a)  DIABETIC  AFTER-CilSE 

The  number  of  new  patients  referred  for  supervision  has  been 
slightly  higher  than  in  1966.  Nurse  Barnes  again  attended  the  Diabetic 
Clinic  at  regular  3  v/eekly  intervals  where  there  is  every  opportunity  to 
discuss  patients’  individual  problems  with  the  Consultant  in  Charge. 

32  new  patients  were  referred  for  supervision  in  1 967 
9  patients  died 
A  removed  out  of  the  area 

Total  number  under  supervision  at  the  end  of  December  196?  was  1 31 
401  home  visits  were  paid. 

(b)  G-ERIATRIC  UNIT  AT  ST.  LUKE’S  HOSPITAL.  BRADFORD 
(Consultant  Dr.  MacCuish) 

During  the  year  there  have  been  31  visits  to  the  G-eriatric  Unit. 
After-care  visits  were  paid  by  Health  Visitors  to  ascertain  whether  any 
help  was  needed  in  the  form  of  domestic  help  or  nursing  equipment.  In 
addition,  at  the  request  of  Dr.  MacCuish,  visits  were  paid  to  patients 
who  were  on  the  waiting  list  for  admission  to  hospital  either  for  a 
holiday  stay  or  a  longer  period. 

HOSPITALS  ITITHIN  HEALTH  DIVISION  4 

THE  MATERNITY  HOME,  SHIPLEY 

(Bradford  ’A’  Group) 

Twenly  beds  are  available  for  patients  before  and  after  confinement. 
Matron  arranges  admission  contacting  where  necessary  Consultant,  General 
Practitioner  or  the  Health  Department.  The  discharge  of  each  patient  is 
notified  to  the  Health  Department.  Staff  comprises  -  1  Matron;  6  Sister-

Heaton  Royds  and  Stoney  Ridge,  Shipley,  or  Calverley,  Pudsey,  through  the 
respective  Hospital  Management  Committees  of  Bradford  'B*  and  Bingley, 
Keighley,  Skipton  and  Settle  Hospital  Management  Committee  G-roups. 

(d)  Infirm  aged  were  accommodated  in  County  Welfare  Homes  at  Thornton 
View,  Clayton;  The  Shroggs,  Steeton;  Hillworth  Lodge,  Keighley; 
'Woodville',  Keighley,  'Littlelands' ,  Cottingley,  and  'Halloroff, 

Shipley. 

(e)  Cases  of  mental  and  nervous  disorder  are  admitted  either  to  High 
Royds  or  Scalebor  Park.  A  Unit  for  the  relief  of  chronic  alcoholism 
under  Dr.  O’Brien,  and  a  Unit  for  adolescents  under  Dr.  Berg  have  been 
opened  at  Scalebor  Park.

DOMIC ILL'-iRY  SERVICES  FOR  THE  a&ED 

The  National  Assistance  Act  of  1962  empov;ered  Local  Authorities  to 
provide  meals  and  facilities  for  recreation  for  elderly  persons  either 
directly  or  through  voluntary  agencies.  Premises,  staff  and  equipment, 
including  furniture,  may  be  made  available  by  Local  ^-authorities  to 
voluntary  agencies.  The  intention  was  to  enable  elderly  persons  to 
remain  in  their  ovm  homes  and  either  reduce  or  avoid  unnecessary  stay  in 
hospital  or  nursing  home.  This  Act  extended  power  of  provision  in 
directions  already  being  explored  in  this  area  both  by  voluntary  agencies 
and  Local  Authorities.  The  main  features  of  provisions  for  the  elderly 
have  been  discussed  in  previous  Annual  Reports;  the  ultimate  aim  being 
a  comprehensive  range  of  provisions  from  recreational  facilities  for  the 
healthy  aged  to  the  highly  specialised  equipment  of  curative  and  preventive 
medicine  should  ill  health  supervene.  It  is  obvious  that  improved  housing 
provisions  will  be  needed  to  replace  obsolete  sub-standard  premises 
perforcedly  occupied  by  so  many  elderly  persons. 
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Shipley 


Mr.  D.L.  Stewart,  Secretary  of  the  Shipley  Old  People's  welfare 
Association  has  supplied  the  following  information 

Attendance  at  the  four  Havens  has  been  much  the  same  as  previous 
years.  Many  half  day  and  full  day  trips  v/ere  organised  by  the  Havens. 
Three  coa.ctes  were  booked  by  the  Association  and  a  full  day  v/as  greatly 
enjoyed  by  all,  including  many  who  do  not  normally  attend  the  Havens. 

A  combined  Christmas  party  Q-J^d  concert  v/as  held  in  December  at  the 
Victoria  Hall,  Saltaire.  250  attended  and  200  teas  were  sent  out. 
Coaches  and  private  cars  were  used  to  take  people  to  and  from  the  Hall.

The  Secretary,  Mrs.  C.  Schoon,  reported  as  follows 

The  three  Centres  have  once  again  had  successful  years  both  socially 
and  financially.  Myrtle  Park  Centre  is  now  being  used  each  V/ednesday 
for  occupational  therapy  for  the  handicapped.  A  'Meals  on  V/heels'  lunch 
is  served;  15-20  disabled  people  attend. 

Each  of  the  Centres  during  the  year  have  had  coach  trips,  concerts 
and  film  shows,  and  also  the  annual  Christmas  parties.  There  is  a 
friendly  spirit  and  happy  fellowship  amongst  the  members.  Sick  visiting 
is  done  by  Committee  mem.bers  and  also  members  of  the  jf.ssociation. 

Myrtle  Park  Centre  was  onco  more  open  as  a  rest  room  for  elderly 
people  on  Bingley  Show  Day, 

90th  and  l00th  birthday  cards  and  Colden  Wedding  anniversary  cards 
have  been  sent  and  our  President  has  visited  old  people  celebrating  such 
events . 

This  is  the  I0th  year  of  the  Bingley  Urban  District  Old  People's 
V/elfare  Association. 

The  Treasurer  reports  that  expenditure  is  virtually  the  same,  v/ith 
the  exception  of  v/ircless  and  television  and  Meals  on  ^^Vheels  costs  which 
have  increased.  15  radios  and  6  television  sets  are  on  loan.

Mrs,  a’.tkinson,  in  charge  of  the  W.R.V.S,  Meals  on  V[heels  service, 
reports  that  during  the  year  5,794  meals  have  been  served.  This  is  a 


reduction  of*  l7i  on  tho  previous  year,  due  to  the  fact  that  the  meals  are 
now  supplied  from  "Littlelands"  who  o>re  working  to  capacity  supplying  120 
meals  each  week  (60  each  Tuesday  and  Thursd.ay).  extra  20  meals  per 

week  were  now  "being  cooked  by  the  Hospital  kitchens  and  this  has  put  the 
scheme  back  onto  an  excellent  basis. 

On  the  social  side.  Miss  Bruce  and  the  opened  a  ’Little  House’ 

off  Main  Street,  Binglcy,  where  elderly  people  can  rest  and  have  refresh- 
ments.  The  Round  Table  are  trying  to  raise  money,  and  further  this  idea, 
by  organising  a  sponsored  walk  to  provide  facilities  to  make  lunches  for 
old  people. 

The  Bingley  Flower  Fund  Homes  Committee  under  their  Chairman, 

Mr.  J..a,  Flanagan,  are  extending  their  scheme  at  Cottingley  to  provide  16 
more  flats  to  house  elderly  people  in  need.  The  scheme  at  present 
consists  of  8  bungalows  and  10  flats,  housing  26  old  people.

The  Social  Comiaittee  reports  a  most  successful  year.  Haven  member¬ 
ship  and  attendances  increased,  in  the  case  of  the  Towngate  Haven  in  quite 
a  spectacular  manner  because  of  the  opening  of  Flower  Mount,  Average 
attendances  in  November  for  the  three  havens  was  lOO. 

The  usual  monthly  services  were  conducted  by  the  Baildon  Ministers 
and  these  included  a  visit  to  the  Coach  Road  Haven  by  Father  McCourt. 

Shows  which  v;ere  visited  by  Haven  members  included  a  special  performance 
of  the  Conservative  Ladies’  Pantomime  arranged  by  Mrs,  Sanderson;  Blind 
Welfa  re  Concerts;  parties  to  the  pantomime  at  the  Alhambra;  Old  Choral 
concerts  at  St,  G-eorge  ’  s  Hall  and  an  Easter  Play  a-t  Shipley  Congregational 
Church . 

In  May,  a  party  spent  a  v/eek's  holiday  at  Eastbourne,  The  Annual 
Outing  to  Carnforth  and  Morecambe  in  July,  a  half  day  outing  to  Bridlington 
in  August  and  a  further  week’ s  holiday  for  a  party  at  Largs  in  September 
were  other  outside  events. 
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Inside  events  included  Bring  and  Buy  Sales,  a  Jumble  Sale  and  a  Pea 
and  Pie  supper.  Some  members  helped  the  iumual  Flag  Day  by  taking  boxes. 
December  saw  the  usual  Christmas  party  when  over  1 70  teas  were  served  at 
the  Westgate  Methodist  Church  and  nearly  40  boxed  teas  sent  to  those  not 
well  enough  to  attend.  Mrs,  Pilkington  handed  out  gifts  at  the  Carol 
Services  taken  by  the  Ministers  and  teas  were  provided  by  Mrs,  Roddihough, 

The  Visitation  Committee  welcorn'ed  .  many  new  visitors  as  an  outcome  of 
an  appeal  to  the  Baildon  Council  of  Churches  and  the  good  offices  of 
Rev.  B.P,  Marks  and  there  are  nov;  21  visitors  visiting  2^4  elderly  people 
who  are  confined  to  their  ovm  homes. 

The  Annual  Outing  to  Harrogate  took  place  at  the  end  of  June  when  43 
persons  travelled  either  on  the  coach  or  by  private  oar. 

Committee  members  helped  with  the  j.1nnual  Flag  Day  and  held  a 
successful  Bring  and  Buy  Sale  at  Tovaigate  Rooms.  At  the  request  of 
Shipley  Round  Table,  a  list  of  people,  living  alone  and  over  75  years  of 
age,  was  supplied  with  a  view  to  Christmas  gifts  and  pupils  of  the  Salt 
School  also  distributed  gifts  to  some  persons  on  the  Haven  and  Visitation 
lists,  living  near  the  school.  The  primary  schools  again  presented 
their  harvest  festival  tributes  to  the  elderly,  many  on  the  Visitation 
List. 


The  Meals  on  ’Wheels  Committee  has  kept  up  its  arduous  work  through¬ 
out  the  year  and  at  our  November  meeting  it  was  reported  that  a  total  of 
22,322  meals  had  been  distributed  since  the  inception  of  the  scheme. 

Canteen  reorganisation  during  the  year  had  caused  some  problems  but  they 
had  been  overcome  and  on  no  occasion  had  it  proved  impossible  to  keep  up 
this  most  vjelcome  and  useful  service. 

The  /iiinual  Flag  Day,  held  in  July,  was  again  successful  and  raised 
rather  more  than  in  the  previous  year.  The  financial  results  of  the 
year’s  workings  are  shovm  in  the  accompanying  Treasurer’s  Report  and  the 
Committee  thanks  all  those  who  have  helped  in  any  way  to  benefit  the 
f inane P!s  of  the  Association, 

Christmas  gifts  in  the  form  of  cash  were  distributed  before  Christmas 
to  all  members  of  the  Havens  and  to  tliose  on  the  Visitation  List  and  these, 
together  with  parcels  from  other  associations  who  had  approached  us  for 
names,  were  very  much  appreciated  by  the  recipients.

'(a)  COUNCIL  HOUSES.  .J\^D  (^  PRIVATE  PROPERTY 

For  more  than  20  years  a  system  of  visitation  to  the  aged  in  Shipley 
had  been  approved  by  the  Ministry  of  Health,  applying  to  approximately  60 
persons  living  in  3  groups  of  Council  bungalows.  Each  person  was  visited 
morning  and  evening  by  a  part-time  helper  who  covered  12  homes  daily 
including  Sundays. 

Pressing  factors  necessitated  extension  of  such  a  service.  ii  steady 
rise  in  the  number  of  elderly  and  consequent  demand  to  meet  social  need 
led  to  a  constant  trek  of  elderly  from  private  to  public  housing.  This 
was  reflected  in  v/aiting  lists  plus  the  demand  for  one  and  tv;o  bedroomed 
accommodation  and  influenced  by  the  removal  of  persons  from  large  old- 
fashioned  houses  increasingly  difficult  to  follov/.  Furthermore,  economic 
stress  in  a  socially  under-privileged  group  diverted  the  poorer  aged  into 
substandard  back  to  back  dwellings  where  demolition  increased  special 
rehousing  needs.  Areas  where  aged  persons  concentrated  had  already  shown 
considerable  demand  for  nursing  and  home  help  services. 

In  196a  the  V'/’est  Riding  Coun-ty  Council  obtained  pov/ers  to  provide  a 
warden  service  for  aged  persons  living  in  privately  ovv'ned  or  rented 
accommodation.  Additional  powers  were  given  for  the  supply  of  meals, 
installation  of  safety  equipment,  provision  of  communication  or 
emergency  warning  systems  and  authority  to  appoint  persons  necessary  for 
supervising  or  giving  assistance  to  aged  persons. 

Ultimately  schemes  were  approved  in  the  four  Urban  Districts ;- 

fa)  to  be  operated  through  the  County  District  Coimcil 

(b)  to  be  limited  to  the  appointment  of  v^ardens  and  provision  of 
telephones  and  illuminated  signs  for  the  houses  occupied  by 
wardens. 

(c)  each  scheme  to  include  1 5  to  20  elderly  people  according  to 
geographical  situation. 

(d)  remuneration  and  conditions  of  service  generally  to  be  left  to 
the  decision  of  the  County  District  Council  concerned. 

(e)  the  County  Welfare  Officer  to  prepare  a  list  of  suggested  duties 
of  the  warden. 

The  warden  was  to  be  responsible  for  the  welfare  of  elderly  persons 
whose  names  were  submitted  to  her.  The  warden  was  charged  to  call  and 
see  that  the  elderly  person  was  well  and  find  whether  any  particular 
service  was  required.  She  does  not  normally  undertalce  the  duties  of  a 
domestic  help. 
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The  person  appointed  is  expected  to: 

(i  )  make  a  daily  routine  visit  between  S  and  3  p-ni*  except 

Sundays  when  priority  cases  only  should  be  visited. 

(2)  deal  with  any  emergency  and  call  the  appropriate  service. 

(3)  inform  the  Public  Health  Department  of  any  needs  of  elderly 
persons  visited. 

Apart  from  general  interest  and  the  welfare  of  aged  people  she  was 
provided  with  a  register,  telephone,  and  conditions  of  service  as  to  pay, 
holidays,  and  termination  of  notice. 

In  the  first  instance  9  schemes  were  submitted  for  Shipley,  8  for 
Bingley,  4  for  Baildon  and  1  for  Denholme.  It  was  assumed  that  the 
warden  would  be  capable  of  undertaking  up  to  20  visits  a  day.  Local 
modifications  of  the  schemes  were  envisaged  particularly  with  reference 
to  clearance  of  houses  and  redevelopment.  In  addition  to  the  original 
scheme  operated  in  Shipley  an  additional  3  wardens  were  employed  during 
the  year;  3  in  Bingley,  2  in  Baildon  and  1  in  Denholme. 
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CHIROPODY  SER^/ICS 


The  County  Counci.l'o  scheme  approved  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  under 
the  National  Health  Service  Act,  19^-6,  provides  free  chiropody  for  elderly 
persons,  expectant  mothers  and  the  physically  handicapped. 

The  services  are  administered  directly  from  the  office  of  the 
Divisional  Medical  Officer  on  behalf  of  the  County  Council.  In  Shipley, 
Baildon,  Denholme  and  ’Yilsden,  clinic  premises  are  used,  being  either 
owned  or  leased  by  the  local  health  authority.  In  Bingley  and 
Cullingworth  previous  arrangements  hold  whereby  patients  v^ho  attended  the 
surgeries  of  approved  Chiropodists  continue  so  to  do. 

iill  Chiropodists  who  serve  the  County  in  the  Division  are 
registered  as  such  by  the  Ministry  of  Health.  No  full-time  Chiropodists 
have  been  or  are  employed  and  all  undertake  work  on  a  sessional  basis. 
Reference  to  tables  appended  below  gives  some  indication  of  the  scope  of 
the  service.  Relief  afforded  elderly  people  and  the  help  given  them  in 
pursuing  everyday  activities  is  difficult  to  over-estimate,  for 
disabilities  of  the  foot  are  frequently  the  culmination  of  neglect 
earlier  in  life  and  failure  on  the  part  of  the  community  to  provide  and 
practise  preventive  chiropody  in  youth.  Rapid  development  of  the 
Chiropody  Service  as  part  of  the  National  Health  Service  has  been,  as  in 
the  case  of  the  Home  Help  Service,  an  invaluable  contribution  to 
domiciliary  care  and  general  well  being.

Caref\illy  selected  Carriage  G-uidance  Counsellors  give  advice  on 
preparation  for  raarriage,  and  the  guiding  principles  recognise  that  a 
successful  foundation  for  marriage  is  vital  for  both  a  happy  family  life 
and  the  welfare  of  society. 

Apart  from  individual  cases  interviewed  and  personal  consultations, 
considerable  educational  work  is  undertaken  locally  among  women’s 
gatherings,  mixed  adult  groups,  youth  groups,  grammar  school  groups,  and 
other  associations.

During  1966  the  Ministry  of  Health  urged  Local  Authorities  to  review 
the  present  o.rrangements  for  family  planning  which  he  regarded  as  an 
essential  aspect  of  family  welfare.  General  Medical  Practitioners  were 
involved  in  giving  family  planning  advice  and  this  should  be  provided  as 
part  of  general  medical  care  of  patients:  many  patients  would  naturally 
choose  their  own  doctor.  The  Minister,  furthermore,  regarded  education 
in  this  subject  as  an  important  part  of  Health  Education  which  should 
feature  in  talks  or  discussions  with  parents’  groups,  mothers  in  clinics, 
exliibitions,  articles  in  the  press  and  other  forms  of  general  publicity 
conducted  by  Health  Visitors,  Midwives  and  social  v/orkers  in  their  visits 
to  the  home.  The  Minister  wishes  Local  Health  ^lUthorities  either 
directly  or  through  a  voluntary  body  to  make  arrangements  for  advice  and 
treatment  including  supplies  but  did  not  approve  the  malcing  of  charges  for 
services,  drugs  or  appliances  provided  for  the  purpose. 

ilrising  out  of  this,  during  196?  many  changes  occurred  in  the  Family 
Planning  ^>.ssociation,  A  number  of  branches  v;hich  formed  a  northern 
federation  became  the  Pennine  Branch  of  the  Family  Planning  Association. 

This  included  Bradford,  Halifax,  Huddersfield,  Keighley,  Shipley,  Skip ton 
and  Spenborough  Clinics. 

The  Pennine  Branch  of  the  Family  Planning  ^i.ssociation  was  officially 
formed  in  iipril  1966  and  Shipley  Clinic  was  represented  on  the  sub -management 
and  executive  committees. 

Three  doctors  held  sessions  assisted  by  nurses  and  voluntary  personnel. 
Two  floors  of  Somerset  House  are  in  use. 

In  July  1967  an  I.U.D.  clinic  started  on  Monday  evenings,  being  held 
as  required. 
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Mrs.  Kay  resigned  as  Honorary  Secretary  in  March  but  maintained  a 
v/atching  brief  until  a  successor  was  appointed.  The  current  clinic 
secretary  is  Mi-s.  turn  Levitt  who  is  responsible  for  the  money,  stock,  o,nd 
cor re  sp  ondence .

Society  for  the  Prevention  of  Cruelty  to  Children  and  other  voluntary 
organisations.  Officers  of  the  local  authority's  Health  and  Housing 
Departments  also  attend.  The  meetings  were  held  at  Somierset  House  Clinic, 
Shipley,  during  the  year.

HOI-E  SAFETY 


For  several  years  three  Heme  Safety  Committees  composed  of  voluntary'’ 
persons  represonti.ng  Bingley  and  Deniiolme,  Baildon,  and  Shipley  respect¬ 
ively  have  fanctioned  in  this  area.  Meetings  are  v;ell  attended  and  keen 
and  interesting  discussions  arise,  while  the  local  members  have  been  most 
heipful  in  promoring  interest  in  the  subject.  Meetings  are  held  at 
approximately  tro-rnonthly  intervals,  the  Shipley  Comm.ittee  in  the  Town  Hall, 
the  Baildon  Committee  in  the  Council  Chamber,  and  the  Bingley  Committee  at 
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K'lyrtle  P:irk  Clinic,  Each  Committee  is  linked  v;ith  Ro.S.P.^i.,  and  is 
represented  at  the  ,innual  Conference  and  the  northern  Roi^^ion  of 
Conferences . 

It  is  regrettable  hov/  unaffected  and  even  unav/are  many  people  are  of 
the  great  toll  of  death,  suffering  and  disability  inflicted  by  wholly 
preventable  home  accidents.  Ro.S.P.A.  for  many  years  now  have  campaigned 
both  nationally  and  locally  drawing  attention  to  the  facts  without  hov/ever 
any  apparent  diminution  in  the  figures.  This  does  not  mean  that  good  has 
not  emerged:  it  may  simpl^^’  be  that  a  rising  trend  has  been  reduced. 

Experts  in  each  field  of  the  subject,  for  example  electricity,  gas  and 
fire  services,  have  given  of  their  advice  and  service;  manufacturers  and 
business  firms  sacrificed  time  and  money  co-operating.  Each  aspect  of 
the  subject  has  been  studied,  for  example  age  groups  that  are  prone,  the 
various  types  of  housing  difficulties  contributing  to  accidents,  the 
dangers  of  falls,  burns  and  fires.  There  remains  v/ide  public  indifference 
until  the  individual  is  immediately  affected  in  his  or  her  own  home. 

In  this  area  the  local  Home  Safety  Committees  have  striven  to 
redress  this  indifference  and  have  emphasised  the  importance  of  educating 
youth  in  the  common  dangers  arising  in  the  average  home .

Mrs,  Edv/ards  continued  as  secretary  of  the  Committee,  supplying  the 
following  informa tion;- 

The  usual  six  bi-monthly  meetings  V\rere  held  during  the  year,  and  the 
follov/ing  new  members  were  welcomed  to  the  Committee;  the  Chairm.an  of  the 
Council,  Coun.  C.  Pilkington,  y;ho  has  expressed  the  intention  of  remaining 
on  the  Committee  after  the  expiration  of  his  terra  of  office;  County 
Councillor  S.E,  Duncan;  Miss  H.J,  V/atts;  Mrs.  G-,  V/right,  and  Mrs.  P.A, 
Pedley,  both  of  the  Mothers'  Club,  Mrs.  Voinus  has  resigned,  and  in 
January  the .death  occurred  of  Mr,  Milton  Harrison,  a  member  and  sometime 
Chairman  of  the  Committee  since  its  inception. 

Speakers  were  provided  at  the  request  of  the  Romsui  Catholic  Women's 
Confraternity,  and  the  Methodist  Sisterhood.  We  were  represented  at  all 
of  the  four  meetings  of  the  Yorkshire  i^rea  Council  during  the  year. 
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Ro.S.P.ii.  campaigns  as  they  came  along  were  supported  by  the  display 
of  posters  in  suitable  public  places,  bookmarks  were  provided  for  the 
library,  and  appropriate  leaflets  to  Women's  Organisations,  Propaganda 
material  was  displayed  at  3  different  Church  surmaer  fetes,  and  in  each 
case  some  Icind  of  quiz  competition  was  organised,  with  small  money  prizes 
to  be  won.  These  v/ere  very  popular, 

A  window  in  an  empty  shop  v;as  utilised  on  two  occasions  for  poster 
and  leaflet  display,  the  first  featuring  'Food  Hygiene',  the  second 
'Oarden  Safety' .  It  v/as  felt  that  both  had  attracted  public  attention. 

Christmas  propaganda  material  (serviettes  and  handlcerchieves)  was 
sent  to  the  schools  and  I':others'  Clubs.

Homes  are  available  for  the  school  and  pre-school  child,  and 
there  are  7  Recuperative  Homes  for  adults.  T/.elve  cases  v;ere  adj.iicted 
during  the  year, 

HATIONAI,  ASSISTAl'EE  ACT .  1 948  ^  SECTION,  _  47 

This  is  designed  to  hel]p  persons  \/ho,  suffering  from  grave  chronic 
disease,  or,  being  aged  or  physically  handicapped  living  in  insanitary 
conditions,  are  unable  to  devote  to  themselves  and  are  not  receiving 
from  others  proper  care  and  attention. 

Under  the  original  Act,  application  Viras  submitted  to  a  ifeigistrate ’s 
Court  for  removal  of  such  persons,  but  later  an  accelerated  procedure 
v/as  introduced  whereby  application  can  be  made  to  a  Justice  of  the  Peace 
in  an  emergency.  It  was  not  necessarj^  to  utilize  this  Section  during 
the  year,  alternative  provisions  being  secured  for  the  few  cases  that 
came  under  consideration, 

EllLI'IiRE  OL^  HAI^mIC/:PPEI)  PERSONS 

This  is  administered  by  the  Divisional  Helfane  Officer  and  his 
staff  whose  office  is  opxoosite  the  Tov:n  Hall  in  Kirkgate,  Shipley. 

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  is,  hov;ever,  notified  on  Form  B,D,8 
of  certai  i  blind  persons,  and  the  Health  Visitors  enabled  to  contact 
cases  v/here  advice  (for  e:cample,  on  cataract)  is  appropriate.  The 
Department  also  arranged  transport  and  assistance  for  blind  jpersons  to 
visit  the  Consultant  Ophthalmologist, 

A  number  of  physically  handicapped  persons  are  included  in  the 
provision  of  chiropody  and  others  associated  "vrith  voluntary  services 
such  as  Meals  on  7/heels,  The  V/elfare  Officer  notifies  the  Divisional 
Medical  Officer  as  nev;  cases  are  added  to  the  list  of  lTandica.pped 
persons.  Visits  are  mutually  arranged  by  the  Divisional  'v/elfare 
Officer  and  the  Divisional  Medical  Officer  to  welfare  ho;.ics  within  the 
Division, 


LABORATORY  SERVICE 

The  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service  is  a  free  service  v/ithin 
the  National  Health  Service  designed  to  assist  in  the  diagxiosis, 
prevention  and  control  of  infection.  The  work  is  essentially  laicro-

biological  mid  the  only  other  pathological  investigations  undertalcen 
are  those  associated  v;ith  bacteriological  and  biological  problems. 
Specimens  may  be  submitted  by  Doctors,  Veterinary  Surgeons,  Dentists, 
persons  acting  on  behalf  of  the  iiedical  Officer  of  Heaith  such  as 
Health  Inspectors  mid  Health  Visitors,  or  representatives  of  official 
Bodies,  Specimens  cannot  be  accepted  from  private  persons.  Routine 
specimens  examined  fall  under  tv/o  main  headings  (a)  medical  and 
(b)  sanitary. 

(a)  Medicad- 


A  congirehensive  service  is  offered  for  diagnosis,  treatment  and 
prevention  of  bacteriological,  viral  and  mycotic  infections,  Bach 
laboratory  can  call  in  the  services  of  a  reference  laboratory  and 
reference  experts  whenever  a  v'ider  loiowledge  of  specialised  examination 
is  advisable, 

(b)  Sanitary 

This  work  includes  bacteriological  ex.amination  of  v/ater,  milk, 
artificial  cream,  meat,  egg  products  and  shellfish.  The  semdee 
usually  examines  materiail  as  offered  to  the  consumer  but  it  also  examines 
specimens  taken  on  behalf  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  at  any  stage 
of  production,  '.’ith  some  foods  such  as  artificial  cream  proper  control 
can  only  be  secured  in  this  ^^/ay,  Many  imported  foods  are  sample  d  at 
port  of  entry. 

The  above  extract  from  the  Guido  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratoi^’" 
Service  indicates  the  fundamental  importance  of  this  service  to  the 
local  Health  Department, 

The  Public  Health  Laboratory  in  Bradford  provided  full  facilities 
as  outlined  above.  Collection,  delivery,  examination  and  reports  on 
specimens  v^ere  both  comprehensive  and  eixpeditious,  A  daily  service 
was  maintained  by  a  coui’ier  from  the  Department  v/hich  minimised  delay 
and  preliminary  telephoned  reports  from  the  bacteriologist  facilitated 
investigation  in  the  field.  Other  advantages  v.-ere  the  shorter  exclusion 
of  children  from  school  and  persons  from  work  and  early  action  in  the 
prevention  of  infection.  Dr.  Smith  and  Ms  staff  have  given  valuable 
advice  and  help  throughout  the  year.

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CERVICAL  CYTOLOGY 


The  service  instituted  previously  in  19^5  continued  making  provision 
for  the  examination  of  healthy  women  v.ho  may  suffer  from  a  pre-cancerous 
condition  lGrio’..n  as  carcinoma  in  situ.  This  is  determined  by  taking 
cervical  smears,  a  simple  and  painless  examinaTiicn.  Gcreening  clinics 
at  S-npley  and  Binglcy  continued  and  three  sessions  were  held  at  the 
mini- c lini  c  LenlioLne , 


The  scr*eico  has  no\.  been  made  available  to  all  \/omen  over  25  and 
jjatients  apj.Ly  through  the  family  doctor  or  directly  to  the  Health 
Department  by  D.ctter  or  telephone.  Should  there  be  an  abnormality 
necessitating  further  prooedures  the  Medical  Ihactitioner  is  informed  of 
the  XD-athologist  •  s  report,  Reiaorts  positive  for  carcinoma  are  telephoned 
directly  on  roceixat  to  the  private  doctor  and  the  patient  advised  to 
contact  iiim. 


.'hero  facilities  are  offered,  sessions  are  undertaken  at  factories 
to  reduce  the  incidence  of  disease  in  prone  women.  The  response  has  been 
satisfavctor^^  and  it  is  anticipated  that  re-examinations  v/ill  be  undertaken 
at  5-7oarly  intervals.  In  the  cou'cse  of  the  medical  examination,  women 
patie.nts  are  also  inspected  for  the  presence  of  breast  cancer  and 
ins'cructed  in  means  of  prevention. 

The  Minister  during  the  year  issued  Circular  16/66  and  an  attached 
memorandum  on  poxoulation  screening.  Facilities  v/ere  already  extant  in 
obstetric  and  gynaecological  depai^tments  of  hospitals,  in  general  practice 
and  at  family  planing  clinics  for  the  taking  of  ond  reporting  on  smears. 

The  Minister  requested  close  colD.ab oration  between  the  respective  branches 
of  the  services  and  expedited  the  pro'vision  of  qualified  medical  laboratory 
technicians.  Smears  may  also  be  talcen  by  ante-  and  post-n£ital  clinics 
held  by  local  authorities  but  locally  special  provision  of  clinics  for 
symptoruless  women  has  been  preferred.  Health  Visitors  have  been  used  in 
the  health  education  of  women  with  xDarticular  reference  to  high  risk  grouiDs, 


The  arrangements  for  smear  taking  work  smoothly  but  the  response 
from  economic  groups  4  aud  5  '’./'■omen  has  been  less  satisfactory  than  from 
others.

Follovring  discharge  of  the  patient  from  hospital,  Iccal.  authority 
help  is  most  frequently  sought  as  a  supportive  service  to  the  family 
doctor  by  way  of  home  care  or  convalescence.  The  District  Nurse  has 
available  a  substantial  range  of  equipment  classified  as  nursing  aids, 
for  example,  special  beds,  wheel  chairs,  chain  and  x^ulle^'-s,  commodes  and 
walking  aids.  In  196?,  65O  items  of  equipment  as  nursing  aids  were 
issued  on  loan.  Prospective  discharge  of  the  patient  is  provided  by  the 
Hospital  Almoner  v;ho  advises  the  Divisional  Nursing  Officer  or  clerical 
staff  by  telephone  or  letter.  One  Health  Visitor  maintains  liaison  with 
the  Consultant  Physician  at  his  out-patient  departments  at  Bradford 
hospitals,  and  a  Consultant  advises  the  Health  Visitor  on  the  discharge 
of  diabetic  cases  from  the  apx)ropriate  clinic. 

The  laundry  service  for  incontinent  patients  provides  sheets, 
draviT  sheets,  pyjamas,  nightdresses.  The  District  Nurse  notifies  the 
Divisional  Nursing  Officer  or  clerk  ■'//here  service  is  required  and  gives 
an  indication  of  requirements.  Collection  and  delivery  of  soiled  or 
clean  lauiidry  respectively  is  arranged  on  Tu.esdays  and  Fridays  and  the 
laundry  packed  on  the  previous  day  for  collection  by  vaji  on  the 
following  morning.  Clean  laundry  is  delivered  aj.id  the  soiled  laundry, 
packed  in  disj/osable  bags,  transferred  to  Thomton  Viev;  where  the 
laundry  service  proper  is  initiated.  During  the  year  service  v/as  given

DAY  AND  NICHT  InFURSING  SERVICE  ^ 

In  1  966  the  Local  i'ealth  Authority  provided  a  Day  and  Night  Nursing 
Ser\dce  for  the  follcn..;ing  types  of  patients: - 

(a)  Patients  suffering  from  carcinoma  usually  of  a  terminal  nature. 

(b)  Patients  suffering  from  other  forms  of  chi’onic  illness  in  respect 
of  which  financial  responsibility  is  accepted  by  the  liest  Riding 
County  Council, 


The  Scheme  was  intended  to  meet  the  needs  of  patients  for  short 
periods  during  terminal  illness  or  other  exceptional  circuits tances. 

Many  relatives  prefer  to  help  nurse  the  patient  themselves  for 
varying  reasons.  Nevertheless,  v/hen  illness  is  protracted,  additional 
help  is  sometimes  a  necessity  and  this  service  covers  such  needs, 

h'omen  with  some  nursing  experience  are  em.ployed  on  a  part-time  basis 
and  auxiliary  ivorkers  are  the  nucleus  of  what  is  an  expanding  service, 
Tliey  are  willing  to  cover  cases  at  short  notice,  which  is  essential  in 
this  type  of  T;ork, 

Duuring  1967,  12  cancer  cases  and  14  other  cases  v/ere  covered, 

jCMI^TH  EDUCATION 

The  contribution  which  Health  Education  should  malce  to  health  has 
four  main  sub-divisions: - 

1 ,  Adidce  about  specific  preventive  measures  such  as  vaccination 
and  immunisation,  needing  individual  co-operation  on  a  ILmited 
number  of  occasions, 

2,  Inculcation  of  habits  and  attitudes  promoting  health  and 
preventing  disease,  for  example,  refraining  from  smoking; 
v/ashing  hands  after  visits  to  the  lava.torj’-;  preventing 
ovorvaeight;  talcing  exercise;  the  complex  task  of  bringing 
up  children, 

3,  Education  to  understand  the  need  for  conmunity  health  measiaros, 
for  example  clean  air,  good  housing,  full  yet  responsible  use 
of  all  the  available  health  ser\dces. 
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4.  Education  to  seek  advice  from  the  doctor  at  an  early  stage 
for  certain  conditions. 

High  priority  should  continue  to  be  given  to  the  health  education 
of  mothers,  A  timier  understanding  of  cejiccr  and  methods  of  oorly 
detection  is  needed.  Dental  health  should  be  promoted  as  part  of 
general  health  education,  i’calth  Education  should  persevere  in 
educating  the  public  about  suitable  types  of  footwear.  There  is  need  for 
a  continued  campaign  on  the  current  policy  on  mental  illness.  More 
education  is  needed  about  the  emotional  needs  of  laarents  and  chxildren. 
Accident  prevention,  noise  pre^'/ention,  clean  air,  fluoridation  and  social 
and  food  hygiene  are  topics  on  v;hich  there  is  a  constant  need  to  a'v?alccn 
public  conscience.  The  managerial  and  workers  side  of  industiy  and 
comiTierce  should  be  encouraged  to  give  more  education  on  prevention  of 
illness  and  accidents.  The  health  education  of  immigrants  should  receive 
continuing  special  attention.  More  education  is  needed  to  discourage 
over-eating  and  healthy  use  of  leisure  at  a.ll  ages,  "v/ith  special  Sittention 
to  middle-a.ged  men. 

Health  Education  is  the  giving  of  kno'.. ledge  on  aspects  of  living 
aimed  at  placing  on  the  individual  the  responsibility  of  combating  disease, 
and  through  self  discipline,  achieving  those  standards  of  health  which 
result  in  vigour,  efficiency,  contentment  and  happiness  for  himself  and 
others , 

This  definition  clearly  defines  health  education  as  a  subject  viiich 
has  no  bounds,  and  yet  to  the  iiind  of  the  public  in  general,  the  words 
have  a  very  limited  connotation  -  namely  that  of  personal  and  public  hygiene. 
This  may  largely  be  due  to  the  dual  apj  roach  to  Health  Education,  tl’e 
informal  and  the  formal  methods. 

Informal  Health  Education  is  carried  out  every  day  by  all  i-iombers  of 
the  Public  Health  Team,  so  unobtrusive l^?"  and  unspectacularly  that  the 
public  do  not  realise  they  are  being  ''educated'*.-  Tliis  is  indeed  how  it 
should  be  imparted  but  there  are  occasions  when  group  jurticipation  is 
beneficial  and  indeed  necessar^^,  and  this  is  vrhere  formal  Health  Education 
takes  its  place.  The  years  activities  are  reviev/ed  under  the  follu..ing 
headings; - 

Health  Education  in  Clinics 

Poster  and  pegboard  displays  accompanied  by  free  litea.ature  have 
been  exhibited  in  aj  1  the  divisional  clinics  throughout  the  year, 
highlighting  a  particular  topical  theme  for  a  given  period  of  time. 
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Clarjscs  on  relaxation  and  mothercraft  have  heen  given  by  Health 
Visitors  and  I.iidv.’ives,  and  fathers  invited  to  a  film  on  the  birth  of  a 
baby, 

H^^l t h Pc-hool  Chi. U r en 

Series  of  mothercraft  tajJks  have  been  uiidertalcen  in  schools,  and  the 
girls  have  f(jllo^;ed  up  their  tliecry  by  visiting  and  helping  in  Child  Welfare 
Centres  and  the  Day  liurscrT,". 

Individual  candidates  taking  the  Dulce  of  Edinburgh  awards  in 
practical  and  every  day  nLursing  have  also  received  their  training  from 
the  Health  Visitors. 

periodic  requests  hc.ve  been  made  from  various  women's  orgenisations 
find  church  groups  for  spealcers  on  some  health  toi^ic  -  mainly  cancer. 

Talks  have  been  given,  fihas  shov.n  end  discussion  encoura.ged. 

In  conjunction  with  the  local  Home  Safety  Committees,  several 
displays  and  exMbitions  on  Horae  Safety  were  mounted  at  local  fetes 
d^aring  the  simnmer  and  a  very  attractive  demonstration  on  Safety  in  the 
Garden  vras  higlxLighted  c.t  the  Sloiple^^  Korticulturca.l  Society  Shovr, 

It  is  important  that  vre  should  not  forget  the  two  branches  of  Health 
Education  -  Llental  and  Physical  and  in  these  improved  living  conditions, 
w'hen  mental  health  is  so  vital.ly  important  and  perhajps  a  little  precarious, 
w'e  must  be  prepared  to  re-direct  our  emphasis  tcv/ards  tha.t  of  llental  Heath 
Education  aid  th^  establishing  of  happy  family  relationships  and  sound 
community  spirit. 


HOLgi]  HELP  SERVICE 

1  .  This  is  essentially  a  sup]portive  service  v/ith  special  cmplaasis  on 
care  of  the  aged. 

2.  Help  m.ay  be  provided  for  the  mother  during  confinement  in  the 
home,  or  indeed  v/hen  she  is  in  hospital  or  maternity  home  and  v/hen 
family  care  is  needed  during  her  absence, 

3.  In  cases  of  special  disability,  for  example,  acute  illness  or 
tuberculosis . 
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4.  The  Home  Help  may  also  be  used  in  problem  families  for 
rehabilitation;  the  balance  of  family  life  may  be  preserved  and 
fostered  by  adequate  and  prompt  after-care  service  v/ell  adjusted  to  the 
individual  fai:iily  or  patient. 

The  social  need  is  pronounced  particularly  in  industrial  areas  with 
largo  ''vulnerable''  age  groups,  (e.g.  oqpectant  mothers,  young  children, 
aged  persons) .  Again,  the  tradition  in  these  parts  has  always  been  for 
a  large  number  of  married  wor.ien  to  v/ork  and  this  has  increased  v/ith  modern 
trends.  Indeed,  the  percentage  of  women  workers  must  be  one  of  the 
highest  in  G-reat  Britain.  It  is  not  surprising  therefore,  that  as  in 
previous  years  the  uptake  of  Home  Helps  exceeded  allocation,  and  indeed 
service  was  only  maintained  by  means  of  supplementary  help  generously 
provided  from  the  County  pool  at  each  quarter  of  the  year. 

There  has  been  no  lack  of  applications  for  employment  during  the 
year  excepting  during  August.  Figures  for  the  yeai-  show  an  overall 
increase  on  the  previous  year  of  8,3/o,  the  greatest  demand  being  from 
aged  persons  in  need  of  help.  There  was  a  slight  decrease  in  the  use  of 
Hone  Kelps  for  maternity  cases  related  to  a  reduction  in  the  number  of 
domiciliary  births  and  possibly  affected  by  the  xDroportiom.te  high  cost 
of  Hone  Help  in  such  cases. 

In  the  case  of  aged  jpersons  there  was  a  larger  number  of  serious 
cases  in  need  of  more  than  average  service  and  in  some  cases  long  tern. 

It  is  a  fundamental  aim  to  give  iniviediate  attention  to  new  cases 
particularly  support  on  discharge  from  hospital  or,  on  the  other  hand, 
where  arrangements  are  being  made  for  admission,

Shiplpy .  290  cases  v;ere  notified  comprised  as  follows:-  210  measles, 

50  pneumonia,  14  scarlet  fever,  12  v/hooping  cough,  2  erysipelas,  1  sonne 
dysentery,  1  food  poisoning. 

Bingley .  236  cases  were  notified:-  177  measles,  25  dysentery, 

17  whooping  cough,  8  pneumonia,  5  scarlet  fever,  3  erysipelas,  1  cerebral 
spinal  meningitis. 

Bail don.  133  oases  were  notified:-  124  measles,  3  scarlet  fever, 

•  3  pneumonia,  2  dysentery,  1  v/hooping  cough. 

Denholme .  52  cases  were  notified:-  20  scarlet  fever,  18  pneumonia, 

9  measles,  2  dysentery,  2  food  poisoning,  1  erysipelas. 

IvIEASLES 

520  cases  were  notified  in  the  Division  in  1967.  This  excludes  sub 

clinical  attacks,  missed  cases,  and  those  unnotified.  Although  the 

fatality  ratio  is  very  low  complications  are  not  infrequent  and  involve 
both  suffering  to  the  child  and  aruciety  to  the  parents. 

The  desirability  of  a  commiunity  scheme  to  eradicate  the  disease  as 
a  recurring  menace  to  susceptible  children  has  long  been  evident. 
Confirmatory  research  work  on  the  efficacy  of  vaccines  continued  during 
the  year  and  plans  prepared  for  prophylactic  control  in  advance  of  the 
anticipated  outbreak  during  1968/69. 

DYSENTERY 

Although  notifications  during  1967  were  low  there  continues  to  be  a 
relatively  high  incidence  in  the  V/est  Riding.  The  high  infectivity  of 
comparatively  few  organisms  transmitted  by  young  children  at  play  or  in 
the  infant  school  or  nursery  is  difficult  to  control.  Furthermore,  the 
organism  soon  becomes  resistant  to  drugs  v;hich  necessitates  periodic 
sensitivity  tests  so  that  early  treatment  can  be  instituted  to  reduce  the 
infectivity  of  the  patient.  Scrupulous  attention  to  personal  hygiene 
after  visitng  the  toilet  is  an  essential  measure  of  control  of  the  spread 
of  infection. 

SIvlALLPOX 

No  case  of  smallpox  was  notified  during  the  year  although  alarms 
occurred  in  other  parts  of  the  country.  In  a  population  part  of  which  is 
in  continuous  contact  by  air  with  infected  zones  there  alv/ays  exists  a  risk 
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of  a  highly  vaccinated  subject  transmitting  the  disease  in  a  virulent 
form  to  other  persons.  The  low  percentage  of  the  population  recently 
vaccinated  gives  food  for  reflection  and  every  effoi't  should  be  directed 
to  protecting  the  young  child  in  the  second  year  of  lif'o  and  adhering  to 
the  recommendations  v;hereby  revacoinatiion  is  undertaken  at  5  '1  5  years 

of  age.  Vigilance  in  this  respect  is  the  price  of  prevention  and  freedom 
from  infection, 

imUENZA  MJD  P^rSULIONIA 

Mild  outbreaks  of  influenza  virus  type  in  winter  accounted  for 
pneumonia  notifications  received.  Apart  from  the  prevalence  of 
influenza  notifications  serve  little  purpose  v/ithout  specific  definition 
of  the  type  of  infection. 

No  oases  of  typhoid  fever  were  notified  but  one  chronic  carrier 
remains  under  surveillance.  The  absence  of  diphtheria  and  poliomyelitis 
is  a  tribute  to  the  success  of  vaccination  campaigns.  Although  a  few 
notifications  of  whooping  cough  are  related  to  children  previously 
vaccinated  these  cases  were  clinicall^^  of  a  mild  character. 

TUBERCULOSIS 

During  the  year  16  new  cases  (i4  pulmonary  and  2  non-pulmonary)  of 
tubercle  were  notified.  Of  these  new  cases  4  produced  positive  sputa. 

Of  the  2  old  cases  who  persistently  produced  infective  sputum  one  patient 
is  resistant  to  present  chemotherapy  but  is  reasonably  well  isolated. 

The  total  number  of  contacts  attending  the  Clinic  during  the  year 
was  389,  296  attended  for  the  first  time.  All  works  contacts  of  these 

patients  found  to  have  active  disease  have  been  given  an  opportunity  to 
attend  for  examination  in  addition  to  family  contacts, 

Mantoux  positive  school  leavers  have  again  attended  and  those  with 
severe  reactions  have  been  re-X-rayed  periodically.  No  active  case  of 
tubercle  has  been  found  in  this  group  during 

Liaison  v/ith  the  Ministry  of  Labour  and  Ministry  of  Socral  Security 
remains  very  good.  Most  cases  have  returned  to  their  former  places  of 
employment.

During  the  year  the  Bradford  X-ray  Unit  conducted  a  survey  at  the 
Bingley  College  of  Education  v/here  260  students  were  examined.  No 
abnormalities  were  detected. 


VENEREAL  DISEASES 


The  social  disease  remains  a  serious  problem  on  a  world  wide  and 
national  scale.  Of  recent  years  the  incidence  in  the  male  has  increased 
several  times  in  certain  countries  although  that  does  not  apply  to  England. 
Indeed,  in  this  country  the  highest  concentration  occurs  in  sea  ports  and 
centres  v^here  large  numb e is  of  imiaigrant  labour  settle.  In  this  district, 
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however,  venereal  disease  has  shovm  no  considerablo  rise  in  the  teenage 
group  or  among  older  males  and  females.  Confidential  information 
supplied  to  the  j  edical  Officer  of  Health  of  nev/  cases  facilitates 
tracing  of  contacts  and  a  general  assessment  of  the  position  periodically. 
Certain  persons,  however,  remain  undetected  for  various  reasons  and  others 
seek  private  sources  of  treatment. 

SCAETHS  l/EmiDTOUS  INlllSTATION 


Tliere  has  been  concern  in  various  parts  of  the  country  over  a  rising 
incidence  of  this  infection.  Ver^'"  close  human  contact  is  usually  needed 
to  establish  the  disease  and  a  considerable  incubation  period  -  up  to  a 
month  -  may  occur  before  physical  signs  are  evident.  The  condition  may 
be  confused  with  urticaria,  skin  allergies  and  other  conditions.  The 
spread  is  usually  in  the  home,  although  occasionally  institutions  are 
affected.  In  this  Division,  the  appropriate  medicaments  are  usually 
provided  and  facilities  for  the  cleansing  of  children  and  young  persons 
undertaken  at  clinics  if  not  present  in  the  home.  From  time  to  time  we 
use  the  services  of  the  disinfestation  centre,  Bradford,  for  certain 
adult  and  family  groups. 


VACCIIUTION  AI'iD  PJ?/IUNISATION 

Local  Authorities,  under  Section  26  of  the  National  Health  Service 
Act,  are  required  to  arrange  for  tiie  immunisation  and  vaccination  of 
susceptible  persons  in  their  areas  against  Smallpox  and  Diphtheria. 

By  direction,  or  with  approval  after  application  this  may  be  extended  to 
the  control  of  any  other  disease.  V/hooping  Cough,  Poliomyelitis,  Tetanus 
and  Tuberculosis  lend  themselves  to  prophylactio  control  by  immunisation 
and  have  been  added  to  the  list  in  the  West  Riding  administrative  area. 
This  involves  the  Medical  Practitioner  and  the  Health  Department  in  a 
considerable  range  of  preventive  work  and  maintenance  of  personal  records.

The  Club  has  continued  to  meet  weekly  at  Somerset  House  Clinic, 

The  meetings  are  held  each  Tuesday  evening  from  7  to  9  p.m.  The  average 
weekly  attendance  remains  at  20  but  the  total  number  on  the  register  is 
half  as  many  again  and  on  special  events  a  maximum  attendance  can  be 
expected. 

The  year  got  off  to  a  good  start  with  the  annual  visit  to  the  Bradford 
Pantomime.  V/e  were  very  luclc7  to  secure  the  services  of  Dr,  J.D,  Rhodes, 
a  local  G-eneral  Practitioner,  who  came  along  to  the  Club  arid  showed  slides

So  far  as  environriiental  health  is  concerned  19^7  has  been  an  extremely 
busy  year.  There  v/as  a  great  deal  of  pressure,  towards  the  end  of  the 
year,  to  complete  the  inspection  of  houses  in  two  large  clearance  areas, 
prior  to  representation,  Manor  Lane  (529  houses)  and  Bingley  Rond 
(119  houses).  These  inspections  were  completed,  and  to  assist  in  this 
work  the  department  had  the  temporary  services  of  Mr.  D.  Bowers,  a 
retired  public  health  inspector  v;ho  had  been  employed  by  Leeds  County 
Borough. 

I  was  extremely  sorry  to  lose  the  services  of  Mir.  P.  Carroll,  who 
after  twelve  year^'  loyal  service  left  to  take  a  post  v/ith  Aireborough 
Urban  District  Council  in  March.  This  vacancy  v^as  not  filled  until 
September  when  Mr.  C.R.  Witham  of  G-uxseley  v/as  appointed  as  District 
Public  Health  Inspector.  During  this  period  of  under-establishment,  with 
the  Abattoir  v/orking  at  maximum  throughpixt  and  holidays  further  reducing  the 
staff,  the  v/ork  of  the  department  was  maintained,  not  without  difficulty. 

A  greater  effort  was  made  in  connection  wdth  the  administration  of 
the  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act.  Visits  to  food  premises  to 
check  compliance  with  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations  were  also  stepped  up, 

A  greater  impact  would  have  been  made  in  both  these  directions  but  for  the 
staffing  problems  referred  to  previously. 

The  Food  Hygiene  (Markets)  Regulations  1966,  came  into  operation  at 
the  beginning  of  the  year.  These  Regulations  cover  all  the  important 
hygiene  requirements  for  market  stalls  and  mobile  vehicles  and  they  filled 
an  important  need. 

I  have  referred  at  greater  length,  later  on  in  the  report,  to  the 
doubt  about  the  future  of  the  Abattoir.  During  the  course  of  the  year 
some  of  the  essential  v/orks  required  have  been  carried  out  and  the 
throughput  has  been  so  arranged  so  that  limited  lairage  facilities  which 
are  available  v/ere  not  over-strained. 

The  Maggot  Farm  continues  to  pose  serious  problems  both  from  the  point 
of  viev/  of  smells  and  the  fly  nuisance.  During  the  course  of  the  year. 
Counsel's  opinion  was  sought  asking  for  advice  concerning  the  most 
expeditious  method,  legally  speaking,  to  taclwLe  this  problem;  and  a  sub¬ 
committee  of  the  Council  was  appointed  and  empowered  to  take  any  action 
which  v/as  considered  necessary.  Towards  the  end  of  the  year  a  number  of 


improvements  v/ere  made  at  the  Maggot  Farm,  but  a  serious  nuisance  continues 
to  exist. 

So  far  as  Public  Cleansing  is  concerned,  the  administration  of  this 
service  consumes  an  increasing  amount  of  time.  There  have  been  problems 
both  on  the  collection  and  disposal  aspects  which  have  had  to  be  overcome. 
The  labour  situation  has  improved  slightly  during  the  course  of  the  year 
and  generally  speaking  the  seven  day  service  has  been  maintained.  The 
controlled  tipping  of  crude  doinestic  refuse  can  obviously  not  continue 
indefinitely.  Quite  apart  from  the  shortage  of  tipping  space  it  is  becoming 
increasingly  difficult  to  carry  out  controlled  tipping  in  a  satisfactory 
manner.  Consultations  have  been  held  with  officers  of  adjoining  authorities 
to  discuss  this  important  subject. 

I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  for  the  assistance  and  co-operation 
which  I  have  received  during  the  year  from  the  staff  of  the  Health 
Department,  officers  in  other  departments  and  Members  of  the  Council. 

H0USDI& 

The  clearance  of  unfit  houses  was  speeded  up  during  the  course  of  the 
year.  In  the  original  plan  it  v/as  proposed  that  Manor  Lane  clearance 
area  would  be  dealt  with  in  the  period  19^9  to  1972.  It  v/as,  hov/ever, 
found  possible  to  speed  up  the  tempo  of  clearance,  and  as  I  have  referred 
to  in  my  introductory  remarks  the  Manor  Lane  and  Bingley  Road  clearance 
areas  were  represented  to  the  Minister  before  the  end  of  the  year.  Both 
these  areas  have  subsequently  been  confirmed,  v;ith  minor  modifications. 
During  the  course  of  the  year  the  Crag  Road  clearance  area  (275  houses) 
and  the  Valley  Road  clearance  area  (l  40  houses)  were  both  confirm.ed;  in 
the  Crag  Road  clearance  area  the  Minister  made  one  slight  modification. 

In  both  of  these  areas  there  were  a  number  of  objectors  and  local  public 
enquiries  were  held  in  both  instances. 

Since  1953  the  number  of  back  to  back  houses  in  the  town  has  been 
reduced  from  2,574  to  87O,  The  foUwing  table  gives  the  number  of  back  to 
back  and  blind  back  houses  in  each  of  the  five  v/ards  in  the  tovm  at  the 
3l st  December,  19^7

Improvement  Grants 

The  number  of  applications  for  grants  v/hich  have  been  approved  this 
year,  and  where  work  has  been  carried  out,  is  similar  to  last  year  and  it 
would  appear  that  the  annual  number  is  beginning  to  level  out.  Many 
Local  Authorities  and  their  officers  have  drawn  attention  to  the 
cumbersome  procedure  for  establishing  *  Improvement  Areas’  under  existing 
legislation,  but  it  now  appears  that  the  G-overnment  proposes  to 
introduce  legislation  which  v/ill  considerably  simplify  the  procedure. 

New  Legislative  proposals  are  pending  which  v;ill  raise  the  maximum  figure 
for  discretionary  and  standard  grants.  There  is  also  an  entirely  new 
proposal  that  exchequer  grants  can  be  made,  for  approved  expenditure  on 
works  of  improving  the  environment.  All  these  nev;  proposals  will  be 
v;elcomed. 

Since  the  inception  of  the  Improvement  Grant  scheme,  570  grants  have 
been  approved,  299  standard  and  271  discretionary. 

Overcrowding 

Overcrowding  has  ceased  to  be  an  acute  problem,  and  it  is  only  on 
rare  occasions  that  a  case  of  statutory  overcrowding  is  discovered.  Close 
co-operation  is  maintained  with  the  Housing  Office  and  other  sections  of 
the  department,  so  that  all  premises  where  overcrowding  may  exist  are 
inspected.

Complaints  concerning  defects  in  individual  houses  continue  to 
decline,  this  is  the  result  of  the  fact  that  sub-standard  pro^Derty  is 
being  demolished  and  the  percentage  of  ovmer  occupiers  continues  to  increase.

During  the  course  of  the  year  more  houses  in  this  category  came  to  the 
department’s  attention.  In  many  cases,  after  inspection  had  been  made, 
the  owners  were  asked  to  provide  improved  amenities.  Most  of  the  houses, 
v/hich  are  let  off  in  tbJ.s  manner,  are  of  the  larger  type  and  it  is  the 
department's  policy,  where  rooms  are  occupied  above  first  floor  level,  to 
consult  the  County  Fire  Officer  regarding  safety  precautions.  Korruad-ly 
a  joint  inspection  of  the  premises  concerned  is  made,  and  the  County  Fire 
Officer’s  recommendations  incorporated  in  the  notice  wliich  is  served  on 
the  respective  owner, 

Shipley  is  on  the  fringe,  and  forms  part  of  a  large  industrial  conur¬ 
bation.  V/e  do  not  however  appear  to  have  such  a  serious  problem,  so  far 
as  houses  in  multiple  occupation  are  concerned,  that  similar  conurbations 
have . 
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FOOD  i\ND  DRU&S 


I  said  in  my  introductory  remarks  that  visits  to  food  premises  had 
been  stepped  up,  in  an  effort  to  secure  improved  standards  of  hygiene,  in 
premises  where  food  is  prepared  for  sale  or  sold.  In  this  connection  a 
total  of  430  inspections  have  been  made,  an  increase  of  more  than  60^o  on 
last  year,  and  130%  on  1965*  Had  the  department  been  at  full  establish¬ 
ment  during  the  year  this  figure  would  have  been  improved  upon.  It  is  a 
fair  comment  to  say  that  there  has  been  a  general  improvement  in  the 
standard  of  food  premises  in  the  town  this  year. 

So  far  as  new  premises  are  concerned,  we  have  endeavoured,  at  the 
planning  stage  to  ensure  that  the  premises  comply  in  all  respects  with  the 
Food  Hygiene  Regulations.  Suggestions  and  modifications  recommended  by  the 
the  Department  have  in  many  cases  been  implemented.

During  the  year  1 9  complaints  were  made  to  the  department  by  members 
of  the  public  concerning  various  foods  sold  in  the  town.  All  these  foods 
v/ere  alleged  to  be  unfit  or  not  of  the  quality  demanded,  the  complaints 
were  all  investigated  and  appropriate  action  was  taken. 
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So  far  as  numbers  are  concerned  the  department  received  one 
complaint  less  than  during  the  previous  year,  these  figures  do  however 
indicate  that  the  standard  of  hygiene  which  the  public  expects  has 
improved  and  people  are  less  prepared  to  accept  food  which  has  become 
contaminated  or  adulterated  during  its  preparation  for  sale. 

The  following  table  gives  details  of  the  action  which  was  taken  with 
regard  to  the  various  complaints .  G-enerally  speaking  the  manufacturers 
and  shopkeepers  concerned  were  extremely  co-operative,  after  complaints 
had  been  drawn  to  their  attention,  and  steps  were  taken  to  prevent  similar 
complaints  arising.  More  than  25%  of  the  complaints  related  to  imported 
foods,  from  a  public  health  aspect  these  are  more  difficult  to  deal  with. 
RepEsentations  are  usually  made  to  the  importers  and  occasionally  direct 
to  the  manufacturing  company  concerned.  Whilst  legal  proceedings  can  be 
instituted,  so  far  as  imported  foods  are  concerned, it  is  rarely  advisable 
to  do  so  since  information  would  have  to  be  laid  against  the  company  who 
sold  the  product.  Normally  they  v;ill  be  buying  the  food  under  a  v/arranty 
clause  and  are  thus  provided  with  an  automatic  (legally  speaking)  defence. 

It  will  be  noted  from  the  following  table  that  on  no  occasion  wore 
legal  proceedings  instituted.  All  the  cases  were  thoroughly  investigated 
and  reports  were  submitted  to  the  Health  Committee  for  consideration,  the 
action  which  was  taken  in  each  case  was  considered  to  be  appropriate. 

During  the  year  a  total  of  1  ton  7  cwts.  32  lbs,  of  tinned  foods  etc. 
was  voluntarily  surrendered  by  shops  and  certified  by  the  department  as 
unfit  for  human  consumption.

Shipley  is  not  a  Food  and  Drugs  Authority  and  the  majority  of  the 
sampling  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act  1955  is  undertaken  by  the  W.R.C.G. 
Department  of  V/eights  and  Measures  and  Consumer  Protection.  During  the 
year  30  samples  of  milk  and  22  samples  of  other  foods  were  taken;  all 
were  satisfactory. 

Time  regrettably  was  not  available  for  the  selective  bacteriological 
sampling  of  foods  and  equipment  to  determine  if  hygienic  fnethods  for  the 
handling  of  food  were  being  employed,  and  to  test  the  efficiency  of 
washing  techniques,  etc.  There  is  scope  for  this  type  of  work  in  the  town 
and  it  can  do  much  to  improve  the  general  standard  of  hygiene  in  food  •. 
premises.

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The  foregoing  table  shov;s  the  number  of  milk  samples  which  were 
taken  in  the  town,  and  which  v/ere  submitted  to  the  Public  Health 
laboratory  for  the  prescribed  examinations.  So  far  as  the  unsatisfactory 
samples  are  concerned  only  one  of  the  Methylene  Blue  Test  failures 
originated  from  a  producer  in  Shipley.  All  the  samples  taken  to 
determine  the  presence  of  Brucellosis,  vhich  proved  positive,  were  from 
producers  outside  the  town. 

It  is  obvious  from  the  percentage  of  positive  samples  which  are 
recorded  that  Brucellosis  still  presents  a  serious  problem.  Measures 
are  now  being  taken  by  the  Government  to  eradicate  this  disease,  v/hich 
is  communicable  to  man,  A  considerable  time,  however,  may  elapse  before 
the  final  goal  is  achieved;  it  is  regrettable  therefore,  that  the 
Government  has  failed  to  enact  legislation  which  would  make  it  an  offence 
to  sell  any  raw  milk.  Public  Health  Officers  are  agreed  that  the  only 
really  safe  milk  is  milk  that  has  been  subjected  to  adequate  heat 
treatment, 

27  samples  of  milk  were  submitted  to  the  T.T.C.  test,  one  of  the 
recommended  tests  to  determine  the  presence  of  antibiotics  in  milk;  all 
these  samples  proved  negative,

MEAT  INSPECTION 


During  the  course  of  the  year  the  future  of  the  Abattoir  was  under 
active  consideration.  The  present  building  was  constructed  approximately 
73  years  ago,  and  in  many  respects  it  falls  short  of  modern  standards  in 
so  far  as  construction,  facilities  and  equipment  are  concerned. 

To  properly  modernise  it,  or  to  provide  a  new  slaughterhouse  would  be  an 
extremely  expensive  business,  and  in  viev/  of  the  adequacy  of  alternative 
slaughtering  facilities  in  Bradford,  Leeds  and  Keighley,  the  CoLincil  did 
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not  feel  justified  in  embarking  upon  an  expensive  scheme  of  modernisation. 

The  trade  and  users  of  the  abattoir  were  advised,  therefore,  that  the 
Council  was  considering  closing  the  abattoir.  But  their  comments  were 
invited  and  a  meeting  of  representatives  of  the  trade,  v/ith  officers  of 
the  Council  was  arranged.  The  trade  v/as  very  much  opposed  to  the  possi¬ 
bility  of  the  abattoir  being  closed.  In  support  of  their  case  they  said 
that  they  were  of  the  opinion  that  the  slaughterhouse  at  Shipley  filled 
an  important  need,  and  they  v/ould  be  very  reluctant  to  use  the  facilities 
which  were  available  at  the  Public  Abattoirs  previously  mentioned.  The 
representatives  of  the  trade  expressed  a  willingness  to  pay  increased 
sl^ghtering  charges  to  pay  for  improvements,  if  this  v/ould  enable  the 
Abattoir  to  remain  open. 

Several  more  meetings  were  held  and  after  considering  the  report  the 
Council  'decided  that  the  abattoir  v/ould  remain  open,  the  position  to  be 
reviewed  annually.  The  scale  of  slaughtering  charges  was  altered  as 
from  31  st  July,  1967,  all  the  charges  were  increased  by  approximately 
and  an  undertakeing  was  given  by  the  Council  that  this  additional  income 
would  be  used  to  offset  the  costs  of  providing  certain  improvements. 

The  following  improvements  have  been  carried  out  during  the  year; 
drinking  troughs  have  been  provided  in  most  of  the  lairages  that  were 
v/ithout  them;  the  ventilation  has  been  improved  in  the  main  sheep 
lairage;  the  sheep  slaughter  hall  has  been  redecorated  and  special  paint 
has  been  used  v/hich  is  more  easily  cleaned;  antiquated  hooks  and  rails 
have  been  removed  and  replaced  by  stainless  steel;  a  new  room,  with 
special  equipment,  has  been  provided  for  the  treatment  of  animal 
intestines.  In  addition  various  items  of  old  equipment  have  been  replaced. 

The  following  table  indicates  that  there  has  been  a  substantial  increase 
in  the  throughput,  56,371  animals  compared  with  l^li.,^26  last  year,  this 
represents  an  increase  of  26; At  this  kind  of  throughput  the  abattoir 
is  working  at  virtually  maximum  capacity  and  it  was  found  necessary  to 
put  some  of  the  larger  wholesalers  on  a  quota  basis  to  ensure  that  the 
facilities  at  the  abattoir  were  not  overstrained. 

The  percentage  of  meat  condemned  at  the  abattoir,  in  relation  to 
throughput,  increased  last  year.  This  was  principally  due  to  a  large 
number  of  sheep  carcasos  being  condemned  for  emaciation  but  not  associated 
with  any  disease. 

The  income  for  the  financial  year  ending  31 st  March,  1 968,  was 
£11,450  compared  with  £9,117  1967.

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ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION 


During  the  year  no  new  smoke  control  orders  have  become  operative,  a 
pilot  survey  hov;ever,  v/as  carried  out  in  the  V/rose  area  and  theShipley 
No.  9  (Wrose)  Smoke  Control  Order,  covering  nearly  1,500  domestic  premises 
was  submitted  to  the  Minister  for  confirmation  in  December.  Subsequently 
this  Order  was  confirmed  without  modification  and  it  comes  into  operation 
on  1st  November,  1968,  By  this  time  the  whole  of  the  tovm  with  the 
exception  of  the  central  area,  which  contains  very  few  domestic  premises, 
and  a  small  area  on  the  S.S.E.  perimeter  of  the  town  (which  the  Local 
Government  Boundary  Commission  recommended  should  be  merged  with  Bradford) 
will  be  covered  by  smoke  control  orders. 

At  the  end  of  19^7  more  than  80^o  of  the  domestic  premises  in  Shipley 
were  in  confirmed  smoke  control  orders.  This  figure  compares  very 
favourably  with  the  average  figure  for  the  Yorkshire  and  Humberside  Region, 
which  was  38%, 

It  is  also  pleasing  to  report  that  the  department,  during  the  course 
of  the  year,  issued  fewer  warnings  to  residents  in  smoke  control  areas  who 
w'ere  b\rniig  bituminous  coal.  This  type  of  contravention  is  clearly 
declining.  No  complaints  were  received  from  householders  that  any  of 
the  smokeless  fuels  were  in  short  supply  or  unobtainable. 

So  far  as  industrial  pollution  is  concerned  the  position  has  been 
fairly  satisfactory.  A  number  of  plants  have  been  modernised  and, 
generally  speaking,  industrialists  have  been  co-operative  and  have 
appreciated  the  importance  of  complying  with  the  Clean  Air  Act.  During 
the  course  of  the  year  50  timed  observations  v/ere  carried  out  on  industrial 
chimneys,  and  14  inspections  of  industrial  plant  were  made.  Three  notices 
of  offence,  under  Section  1  of  the  Clean  Air  Act,  were  served. 

The  volumetric  smoke  and  sulphur  dioxide  apparatus  has  operated 
throughout  the  year.  On  the  following  page  a  graph  is  shown  indicating 
the  various  levels  of  pollution  at  different  periods  of  the  year.  For 
comparison  purposes  the  graph  covers  a  period  of  two  years.  The  average 
monthly  level  of  smoke  pollution  for  the  year  is  84.5  m.g./c.m,  compared 
with  110,3  m.g./c.m.  for  the  previous  year.  The  average  level  of  Sulphur 
Dioxide  concentration  for  the  period  is  marginally  higher  than  last  year; 
155.7  m.g./c.m,  compared  with  148.5  m.g./c.m.  in  1966.  The  exceptionally 
high  level  of  amoke  and  Sulphur  Dioxide  pollution  v/hioh  was  recorded  in 
November  was  most  probably  caused  by  the  fact  that  fog  occurred  on  several 
days  throughout  the  month.  When  fog  does  occur  there  is  a  build-up  of 
pollutants  in  the  atmosphere  since  they  are  unable  to  disperse  in  the  normal 
way,  and  abnormally  high  concentrations  of  pollution  will  consequently  be 
recorded.

The  department's  main  objective  throughout  the  year  has  been  to 
maintain  an  efficient  weekly  collection  service.  With  a  fev/  exceptions 
this  v;eelcly  service  has  been  maintained,  though  at  times  the  resources 
of  the  department  were  severely  taxed  to  achieve  this. 

The  recruitment  of  a  suitable  labour  force,  to  ensure  a  regular 
onlloctlon,  continues  to  present  a  problem.  The  position  has  been  a 
little  easier  this  year  but  the  department  is  still  having  to  rely,  to 
a  large  extent,  on  casual  labour.  Fortunately,  the  department  has  a 
nucleus  of  long-service  men,  who  are  reliable  and  who  discharge  their 
duties  in  an  efficient  and  conscientious  manner.  This  type  of  Council 
workman,  who  may  be  tempted  away  from  the  service  for  better  pay  or 
because  of  reaching  retirement  age,  is  becoming  increasingly  difficult 
to  replace.  Inadequate  pay  is  the  main  stumbling  block  to  the  recruitment 
and  the  retention  of  a  good  labour  force.  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  a 
substantial  increase  in  the  dustmens'  wage  packets  is  essential  if  an 
efficient  collection  service  is  to  be  maintained. 

Domestic  refuse  continues  to  increase  in  buUc;  the  "\Yorking  Party 
Report  on  Refuse  Collection  and  Storage"  published  in  1 9^7^  drew  attention 
to  this  fact  and  they  estimated  that  in  10  to  15  years'  time  the  average 
output  of  domestic  refuse  from  households  will  be  four  to  five  cubic  feet, 
i.e,  almost  twice  v;hat  it  is  today.  The  number  of  householders  in 
Shipley  who  require  an  additional  bin  for  storing  refuse  increases  each 
month.  The  present  fleet  of  refuse  collection  vehicles  do  not  have  a 
high  degree  of  compression  v^hich  is  becoming  more  and  more  necessary 
v/ith  the  changing  nature  of  domestic  refuse.  ¥dien  replacements  for  the 
fleet  are  made  this  fact  must  be  borne  in  mind. 

An  increase  in  number  of  appl-ications  received,  for  removal  of 
bulky  items  of  refuse,  v/as  noted.  A  nominal  charge  is  made  for  this 
service.  For  a  number  of  reasons,  but  principally  to  discourage  people 
from  dumping  unv/anted  rubbish  about  the  town,  I  recommended  to  the 
Council  that  a  free  collection  service  be  instituted.  Because  of  the 
financial  restrictions  which  v/ere  in  force  at  the  time,  the  Council  did 
not  implement  this  recommendation  and  the  question  has  been  deferred  for 
the  time  being.  The  department,  hov^ever,  continues  to  give  a  free 
collection  service  to  pensioners  and  other  householders  of  limited  means.

Paper  Sacks 

All  new  Council  flats  and  maisonettes  are  being  provided  with  a  paper 
sack  system  for  refuse  storage .  There  is  now  a  total  of  950  dwellings 
using  paper  sacks. 

This  year,  to  help  to  cope  with  the  increasing  bulk  of  refuse,  a 
larger  sack  has  been  provided.  It  has  an  approximate  capacity  of  3^  cu.ft. 
compared  with  2^  cu.ft.  capacity  of  the  sacks  used  previously.  Less 
complaints  have  been  received,  from  people  using  sacks  concerning  the 
condition  of  compounds,  etc.,  and  it  does  seem  that  having  become  more 
accustomed  to  this  system  of  refuse  storage,  people  are  using  it  more 
intelligently.  The  majority  of  the  complaints  which  have  been  received 
have  emanated  from  the  Owlet  Hall  estate.  Marauding  animals  have  damaged 
the  sacks  and  in  winter  time  v/hen  there  is  a  combination  of  high  winds  and 
heavy  rain  many  sacks  have  been  badly  torn.  This  has  been  a  recurring 
problem  and  arrangements  have  now  been  made  to  have  all  sack  holders  fitted 
v/ith  proper  guards. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  the  Vforking  Party  Report,  referred  to 
earlier,  recommends  only  two  systems  for  house  to  house  collection  - 

1 .  Dustless  loading,  and 

2,  The  paper  sack  system. 

A  report  was  presented  to  the  Council  during  the  year  concerning  the 
extension  of  the  present  paper  sack  s.choae  but  action  on  this  report  was 
deferred  because  of  the  financial  and  economic  situation. 
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Trade  Refuse 


The  Council  has  entered  into  265  contracts  to  remove  trade  refuse  and 
the  income  from  this  source  was  £835  •  The  charge  made  for  tliis  service  is 
6d  per  bin,  this  is  an  uneconomic  figure  but  the  Council  felt  that 
because  of  the  ’Credit  Squeeze’  the  time  was  inopportune  to  raise  charges. 

Refuse  Disposal 

During  the  year  the  controlled  tipping  of  refuse  v/as  carried  out  at 
G-aisby  Lane  tip,  Baildon  U,D,  continue  to  utilise  our  tipping  facilities 
for  which  an  appropriate  charge  is  made. 

The  changing  nature  of  domestic  refuse,  and  the  problem  of  obtaining 
suitable  covering  material  presents  the  department  v\rith  serious  difficul¬ 
ties  at  the  tip,  ^’/hilst  every  effort  is  made  to  adequately  cover  the 
refuse,  this  is  not  always  possible.  This  problem  will  intensify  as  time 
progresses  and  the  question  of  pre-treatment  of  refuse  will  have  to  be 
given  serious  consideration. 

Early  in  the  year  we  had  a  number  of  fires  breaking  out  at  the  tip, 
the  fires  were  caused  by  children  who  play  on  the  tip  after  it  has  been 
closed.  These  fires  are  costly  to  deal  with,  they  cause  a  serious 
nuisance  and  dislocation  to  the  business  of  tipping.  It  was  decided, 
therefore,  to  inaugurate  a  system  of  tip  watching,  this  is  carried  out 
during  the  evenings  and  at  weekends.  It  is  an  expensive  business  but 
nevertheless  it  has  achieved  the  objective  of  preventing  fires  breaking 
out. 


The  income  from  the  tip  was  £71  8,  an  increase  of  £262  on  last  year. 
Salvage

Chemical  Analysis 

One  sample  was  taken  from  a  house  in  the  towm  where  the  occupier  had 
complained  about  the  quality  of  the  water-.  The  Public  Analyst  reported 
that  the  supply  was  satisfactory,  though  the  amount  of  iron  and  manganese 
in  the  water  was  high.

20  samples  were  taken  and  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination, 
all  the  samples  were  satisfactory. 

Three  separate  samples  were  taken  for  chemical  analysis,  these  also 
proved  satisfactory.

OFFICES.  SHOPS  RkmUY  PREMISES  ACT  19^3 


A  special  effort  was  made  to  complete  all  the  priraary  inspections  at 
premises  to  which  the  above  Act  applies.  The  department  was  under¬ 
established  for  six  months  of  the  year,  and  therefore  less  time  was  spent 
on  its  administration  than  had  been  expected.  Even  so  the  department 
was  able  to  carry  out  more  primary  inspections  than  last  year  and  there 
was  an  increase  in  the  total  number  of  visits. 

The  majority  of  the  premises  inspected  were  found  to  have  contra¬ 
ventions  of  the  Act,  although  many  of  them  were  of  a  minor  nature.  So 
far  as  office  accommodation  is  concerned  this  is  the  first  Act  of 
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Parliament  which  has  sought  to  improve  v/orking  conditions  for  office 
workers.  Inspectors  making  their  first  visit  to  office  premises,  in 
some  instances,  were  confronted  with  office  managers  who  obviously 
resented  the  fact  that  their  premises  v^ere  open  to  inspection  by  Local 
Authority  Officers.  Generally  speaking,  however,  there  has  been  a  large 
measure  of  co-operation,  and  v/hilst  it  has  been  necessary  to  serve  a 
large  number  of  notices  requiring  the  execution  of  v;orks,  most  of  the 
notices  have  been  complied  with  expeditiously. 

During  the  year  3  accidents  were  reported  under  Section  of  the 
Act,  all  these  accidents  were  investigated  and  in  some  cases  recomm¬ 
endations  designed  to  prevent  a  similar  occurrence,  v;ere  made  to  the 
firms  concerned.

PREVENTION  OF  DAIliGE  BY  PESTS  ACT  1  949 


This  sphere  of  the  department's  activities  calls  for  little  comment. 
Mr.  F.  Jones,  the  Technical  Assistant,  spent  a  substantial  amount  of  his 
time  on  work  connected  with  rodent  control.  All  complaints  concerning 
infestation  v;ere  investigated  with  the  minimum  of  delay  and  the  necessary 
control  measures  taken.  A  total  of  1  ,6A7  visits  have  been  made  for  this 
purpose . 

The  principal  poisons  which  we  are  using  to  combat  rats  and  mice  are 
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’Warfarin*  and  'Alphakil';  both  these  poisons,  correctly  used,  are 
effective . 

We  continued  the  policy  of  systei^iatic  treatment  of  the  sev/orage  system, 
375  manlioles  were  treated.  A  direct  acting  poison,  Fluoracetamide,  was 

used  for  this  purpose  and  the  v;ork  was  carried  out  for  the  Council  by 
Rentokil  Ltd  under  tho  supervision  of  Mr.  !■ .  Jones.  Subsequent 
inspections  of  the  manlioles  to  ascertain  "the  take"  indicated  that  a 
substantial  proportion  of  the  bait  had  been  eaten,  proving  that  the 
exercise  was  worthwhile. 

During  the  course  of  the  year  an  infestation  of  grey  squirrels, 
which  v/ere  causing  damage  to  domestic  premises,  v/as  eradicated. 

76  various  complaints  concerning  wasps  nests  and  other  insect  pests 
were  also  dealt  with  by  the  department  during  the  year.

In  presenting  this  Report  I  find  it  Impossible  to  avoid 
commenting  on  the  changed  circumstances  which  faced  the  department 
in  1967  comi.pared  vd.th  the  previous  year,  when,  with  a  full  staff  of 
Public  Health  Inspectors,  extremely  good  progress  v;as  ra3.de  with 
various  scheduled  and  programmed  vrork,  particularly  in  connection 
with  the  clearance  of  sub-standard  houses.  On  the  1st  January, 

1967,  however,  the  resignations  of  two  Additional  Inspectors  had 
taken  effect,  leaving  one  Inspector  to  assist  m.e,  and  the  year 
commenced  with  not  a  little  apprehension  and  trepidation  on  my  part. 
The  execution  of  carefully  programmed  work  was  severely  curtailed, 
and  Public  Inquiries  v/ere  held  in  respect  of  sdx;  of  the  seven 
Compulsory  Purchase  Orders  mde  under  the  Housing  Act,  1957* 

During  the  early  p  '.rt  of  the  year  the  Council  discussed  at 
length,  the  principle  of  employing  student  Public  Health  Inspectors, 
and  I  am  pleased  to  state  that  their  decision  to  amend  the 
establishment  to  allow  one  student  to  be  employed  in  the  department, 
indicates  the  Council’s  desire  to  participate  in  the  training  of 
future  Public  Health  Inspectors,  In  May,  Mr,  K,  G,  Howarth 
commenced  his  training  xd.th  the  department. 

In  September  I'lr,  R,  I.  Marsden  was  appointed  to  one  of  the 
vacant  posts,  but  the  second  vacancy  had  not  been  filled  at  the  end 
of  the 

It  was  also  decided  that  the  senior  post  of  the  three  Additional 
Inspectors  be  re-designated  to  Deputy  Ch.ief  Public  Health  Inspector 
and  Mr,  V/,  Horne  was  promoted  to  that  posii, 

I  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  to  eicpress  ny  appreciation  to 
members  of  the  staff  of  the  department,  and  officers  throughout  the 
Tovm  Hail,  fo?.-'  their  valued  co-operation  aixi  help  which  I  have  enjoyed 
during  the  year*, 


FOOD  HYGIEIvlE  AND  SUFERVI.SION 


The  routine  inspection  of  food  premises  was  retarded  until 
September,  when  work  in  this  field  accelerated  rapidly. 

Legal  proceedings  were  necessary  in  respect  of  a  cafe  in  the 
Bingley  central  shopping  area.  Twelve  contraventions  of  the  Food 
1-^giene  (General)  Regulations  I960  were  awaiting  Court  proceedings  at 
the  end  of  the  year. 
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Legal  proceedings  were  also  commenced  against  two  bread 
manufacturers  under  Section  2  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  195 5 > 
relating  to  foreign  matter  in  their  respective  produce;  i.e,  a 
sweet  wrapper  was  found  in  a  loaf  of  bread,  and  in  the  second 
instance  a  quantity  of  grease  was  found  in  a  loaf  of  bread. 

The  aforesaid  two  cases  had  not  been  to  Court  before  the  year 

end. 


The  general  public  have  continued  to  play  an  important  role 
in  maintaining  a  high  standard  now  expected  from  food  manufacturers, 
by  reporting  or  bringing  to  the  office,  foodstuffs  which  are  the 
subject  of  their  concern.  The  provision  of  the  small  refrigerator 
some  two  years  ago  has  been  invaluable  at  all  times  of  the  year  in 
this  connection,  All  complaints  have  been  speedily  and  thoroughly 
investigated  and  the  co-operation  of  the  manufacturers  has  always 
been  obtained.  The  appropriate  member  of  the  public  in  each  case, 
is  then  informed  of  the  results  of  the  investigations  and  what 
action  has  been  or  is  being  taken. 

Talks  were  given  to  three  separate  local  bodies,  including  a 
group  of  senior  girls  of  the  Bingley  Grammar  School,  on  the  subject 
of  food  hygiene.

Haslcck,  the  Council's  Vlater  Engineer,  for 
supply ir^  the  following  i-rformation: - 
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The  Council  are  V'\rater  undertakers  for  tho  vdiole  area  at  present 
(except  in  respect  of  Harden,  Crossflatts  and  Eldwick,  which  are 
supplied  directly  by  Bradford  Corporation,  and  the  Branksome  Drive 
area,  which  is  supplied  by  Shipley  Urban  District  Council). 

In  addition,  approximately  50^  of  the  total  volume  is  obtained 
in  bulk  from  Bradford. 

The  main  sources  of  supply  within  the  district  are  springs  on 
St,  Ives  Estate  and  in  Ruin  Bank  Wood,  moorland  gathering  ground  on 
Harden  Moor  and  St,  Ives  Estate,  Bleak  House  and  Lees  Moor, 
Cullingworth, 

The  estimated  population  supplied  with  water  is  19,000,  with 
an  average  daily  consumption  of  630,000  gallons.  Trade  consumption 
is  184,000  gallons  per  day,  which  represents  an  average  daily 
consumption  of  9  gallons  per  head.  The  average  daily  domestic 
consumption  is  33.2  gallons  per  head. 

Sampling  of  water  from  all  sources  has  continued  during  the 
year  and  samples  have  been  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination, 
chemical  analysis  and  for  testing  for  plumbo  solvency. 

Many  private  supplies  still  exist  within  the  district  and  efforts 
have  been  made  to  improve  or  replace  these  supplies  wherever  possible.

In  addition  to  the  above,  water  samples  have  been  taken 
regularly  by  Public  Health  Inspectors,  from  all  public  supplies. 

These  have  been  submitted  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  for 
bacteriological  examination. 

The  same  public  supplies  have  been  tested  to  a  scertain  the 
plumbo- solvency  properties  of  the  various  waters. 

There  have  been  far  fewer  complaints  concerning  the  discolouration 
of  public  supplies  than  in  the  previous  two  years.  The  reason  for 
this  is  not  obvious,  but  although  lengths  of  water  mains  have  been 
renewed  or  cleaned  and  re-lined,  I  do  not  attribute  this  work  as  the 
sole  reason  for  the  apparent  improvement  in  the  quality  of  the  water. 

In  addition  to  the  public  supplies,  there  are  some  200  premises 
which  obtain  water  supplies  from  private  sources.  The  private 
supplies  are  checked  by  sampling  as  frequently  as  possible  and  where 
bacteriological  exaiTiination  or  chemical  analysis  gives  rise  for 
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concern  (which  is  often  the  case),  the  supplies  are  carefully 
investigated  and  invariably  an  improvement  in  the  quality  of  the 
water  is  attained  by  eliminating  the  causes  of  pollution.

In  1963 the  method  of  assessing  and  reading  atmospheric 
pollution  was  changed  from  the  traditional  units  of  tons  per  square 
mile  to  microgrammes  per  cubic  meter  and  similarly  the  equipment 
for  measuring  same  was  altered. 

Overleaf  is  a  graphical  illustration  of  the  volumetric 
meae-irement  of  pollution  obtained  from  the  apparatus  which  is 
installed  at  tl.:;  To-'.mi  Hall^  Bingley,  over  the  5  year  period  from 
19t3  to  1967 r  Such  a  period  does  not  necessarily  indicate  a 
general  trend,  for  many  influencing  factors  may  affect  local 
conditions,  giving  vdiat  may  appear  to  be  exceptionally  gratifying 
results  one  year  whilst  the  following  year  may  be  adversely 
aifected.  This  appears  to  have  been  the  case  during  the  Winters 
of  1963/4  and  1964/5.  I  think  it  can  be  said,  however,  that  the 
general  trend  is  without  doubt,  in  a  downward  direction,  not  only  in 
resT^ect  of  smoke  pollution-  but  also  for  sulphur  dioxide,  I  feel 
confident  that  the  continuation  of  the  graph  for  the  ensuing  3  or  4 
years  will  show  a  more  dramatic  reduction  in  pollution^ 


Industrial  Pollution; 

Industrial  concerns  in  the  Urban  District  have  been  made  aware 
during  the  past  years  of  the  Council’s  desii’e  to  promote  a  cleaner 
atmosphere,  and  generally  speaking,  factory  management  have  co¬ 
operated  in  a  most  satisfactory  manner.  All  industrial  boiler 
furnaces  comply  with  the  requirements  of  the  Clean  Air  Act,  There 
is  still  one  industrial  firm  that  specialises  in  steel  annealing 
which  is  causing  concern,  and  that  the  expenditure  of  moneys  by 
the  firm  to  reduce  the  pollution  level  has  not,  so  far,  met  with 
the  desired  results.

Diu'ing  che  year,,  the  Goit  Stock  Site  at  Harden  was  licensed  for 
66  caravans  and  2  s:.te  wardens  *  caravans.  This  site,  however,  was  not 
in  general  use  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

Other  licensed  sites  in  the  area  are,  Broadstones,  Eldwick,  with 
40  units  and  2  other  sites  for  single  caravans. 

Normal  maintenance  repairs  have  been  carried  out  and  a  good 
standard  of  cleanliness  has  been  attained  at  all  times. 

The  use  of  the  mortuary  has  been  reduced  and  during  the  year, 
tvj'O  bodies  were  received. 

Rodent  and  Pest  Control j 

The  Council's  sev:er  system  is  treated  three  times ’per  year, 
each  treatment  covering  10^  of  the  sevrer  access  points. 

The  sewer  treatments  are  carried  out  under  contract  with  a 
private  specialist  firm.  Checks  are  made  on  the  treatments  and  the 
results  have  been  satisfactory.  This  method  has  kept  rodent 
infestations  at  a  minimum. 

Surface  and  other  infestations  are  dealt  with  by  the  Council’s 
rodent  operative  and  in  this  connection  4O0  premises  were  inspected  ani 
363  treatments  were  carried  out.

'  Taioing  into  a'ccount  the  extensive  rural  character  of  the  Eingley 
area,  the  proportion  of  v,ater  closet  accommodation  is  surprisingly 
high,  A  survey  of  properties  in  the  outlying  districts  has  revealed 
that  only  59  closet  paiJs  are  provided  in  5S  properties.  This 
encouraging  reduction  can  be  attributed  to  the  voluntary  improvements 
which  have  been  affected  with  aid  of  grants  in  many  cases,  and  to 
action  taken  by  Council  under  the  Houn.i.ng  Act,  1957 ^  in  ensiming  the 
demolition  or  the  closmig  of  individual  unfit  houses. 


Drainage  and  Gewerage : 

The  Sewage  V/orks,  reconstructed  in  1953 >  are  situate  at  Dowley 
G9pt>  Having  rogo.rd  to  the  development  of  nev;  properties  with  the 
urban  district,  consideration  is  being  given  to  the  necessity  and 
desirability  of  extending  the  sev/age  works  and  for  a  more  efficient 
method  of  dealing  with  sev^mge  sludge.  Similarly  the  Council  have 
decided  to  improve  certain  sections  of  the  main  sewers.  There  are 
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small  works  at  Harecrofts,  Flappit  and  Hallas  Bridge. 

A  number  of  properties,  chiefly  at  Low  Springs  and  High  cCldwick 
are  out  of  reach  of  sewers  as  are  the  majority  of  the  farms.  Owing 
to  the  scattered  nature  of  the  district  there  are  numerous  septic 
tanks  in  the  area  and  these  are  de- sludged  on  application  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Section  72  of  the  Public  Health 
Act,  1936, 

Rivers  and  Streams; 

The  incidence  of  pollution  of  streams  and  other  water  courses 
is  increasing.  In  the  past  the  most  common  cause  of  pollution  was 
that  arising  from  farm  drainage,  and  to  a  lesser  extent  from 
industrial  premises.  Recently,  however,  a  reduction  in  the 
number  of  incidents  from  the  above  two  sources  has  been  noted  due  in 
part  to  improved  drainage  facilities  and  also  I  believe,  to  the 
prompt  action  of  the  department,  in  dealing  with  problems  of  this 
kind. 


I  regret  to  say,  however,  that  two  other  types  of  pollution  are 
now  occurring,  both  of  which  are  as  a  result  of  modern  developments. 

One  is  as  a  result  of  the  development  of  the  separate  drainage 
systems  for  foul  water  and  for  surface  water,  and  the  second  is 
pollution  of  watercourses  with  fuel  oils  from  heating  installations. 
The  latter  mentioned  type  is  extremely  difficult  to  locate  and 
rectify,  particularly  ^rhere  underground  feed  pipes  from  central  fuel 
storage  tanks  are  involved  in  the  servicing  of  a  number  of  houses. 

Public  Bathing: 

There  is  one  public  swimming  bath,  the  water  of  which  is 
strictly  controlled  and  tested  frequently  by  the  Baths  J'fenager, 
Results  of  tests  carried  out  by  this  department  have  given 
satisfactory  results  on  each  occasion.

Generally  speaking,  the  refuse  collection  service  has  been 
satisfactory  during  the  year.  Unavoidable  difficulties  do  occur  at 
holiday  periods,  and  although  labour  has  been  slightly  easier  to  obtain, 
the  turnover  of  labour  has  markedly  increased,  resulting  in  a  situation 
in  which  it  is  almost  impossible  to  maintain  a  full  establishment  of  staff. 
There  has  also  been  a  noticeable  increase  in  the  rate  of  absenteeism  and 
I  am  of  the  opinion  that  a  great  influence  in  this  connection,  is  the 
altered  circumstances  with  regard  to  sickness  benefits. 

Trade  Refuse: 

Trade  refuse  is  collected  on  request  or  may  be  collected  under 
contract  at  the  rate  of  9d,  per  bin  per  collection  after  allowing  one 
bin  free  of  charge. 

The  income  from  the  collection  of  trade  refuse  for  the  year  was 
£221„  Os,  Od, 
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Refuse  Disposal; 

Refuse  is  received  at  Dowley  Gap  Tip  where  controlled  tipping 
methods  are  carried  out  v/ith  the  aid  of  a  Trackmarshall  dozer. 
Covering  materials  in  the  form  of  builders  spoil  is  utilised  for 
this  purpose,  the  supply  of  which  is  intermittent,  and  for  this 
reason  is  a  disadvantage. 

A  charge  of  3s, Od.  or  5s, Od,  per  load  (depending  on  the  vehicle 
size)  is  made  for  the  reception  of  trade  refuse.  The  income  from 
this  source  was  £403 » 

An  assessment  of  the  land  available  for  refuse  disposal  on  the 
Dowley  Gap  Site  indicates  that  tipping  could  be  continued  for 
approximately  5  years.  Accommodation  of  builders  spoil  is  therefore 
being  restricted  to  the  amount  required  for  covering  purposes. 

In  the  absence  of  suitable  alternative  sites  for  the  disposal  of 
crude  refuse,  the  Health  and  Sewage  Committee  are  in  the  process  of 
investigating  the  various  methods  of  mechanical  treatment  of  refuse. 

Salvage ; 

V/aste  paper  is  collected  by  means  of  trailers  attached  to  the 
refuse  vehicles,  and  a  separate  weekly  collection  is  made  from  shops 
each  Friday,  No  other  materials  are  reclaimed.

The  mechanical  road  sweeper  deals  with  approximately  60  miles  of 
roads  and  surfaced  streets,  whilst  the  4  Street  Orderlies  are  employed 
on  a  beat  system.  The  30  cwt,  lorry  with  Charge-hand  and  2  Labourers 
supplements  the  street  cleansing  work  when  this  is  necessary,  but  is 
also  engaged  on  other  tasks. 

Labour  is  difficult  to  obtain  for  the  above  type  of  work  but 
seasonal  labour  is  utilised  vdien  this  is  possible, 

A  continuous  supervision  of  road  conditions  is  now  necessary  due 
to  the  enormous  amount  of  development  and  road  works  taking  place 
within  the  district. 

Two  combined  gulley/cesspool  emptiers  are  employed  for  the 
cleansing  of  street  gullies,  the  emptying  of  septic  tanks  and  cesspools, 
and  the  Council's  small  sewage  treatment  plants  at  Hewenden,  Hallas 
Bridge  and  Flappit  Springs.  In  addition,  a  number  of  private 
concerns  utilise  the  service  for  de-sludging  trade  effluent  tanks. 

The  income  derived  from  the  use  of  the  latter  mentioned  two 
machines  during  the  year  was  £282,

Both  machines,  v/hich  each  have  a  capacity  of 
35  cubic  yards,  are  of  a  continous  loading  compression  type  and  ai’e  used 
for  the  collection  of  domestic  refuse.  In  addition,  a  25  cubic  yard 
Shelvoke  and  Drewry  Dual  Tip  vehicle  is  used  for  special  collections  from 
shops,  factories  and  more  isolated  parts  of  the  district. 

The  bonus  scheme  has  continued  to  work  well  a,nd  a  regular*  weekly 
collection  has  been  mainta,ined  subject  to  the  normal  exigencies  of  the  service. 

Refuse  from  the  lower  parts  .f  this  district  was  disposed  of  a.t  the 
Shipley  Urban  District  Council  Tip  in  accordance  with  the  agreement  entered 
into  during  1965.  Refuse  from  the  upper  parts  of  the  district  has  been 
disposed  of  at  Heights  Tip  in  conjunction  v;ith  the  Bingley  Urban  District 
Council,  At  the  request  of  the  Divisional  Veterinary  Officer,  tipping 
v/as  discontinued  in  November  19^7  for  a  period  of  1 6  weuks  as  a  precautionary 
measure  in  view  of  the  Foot  and  Mouth  Disease  epidemic,

MILK  SUPPLIES 

The  registration  and  control  of  milk  supplies  is  vested  in  the 
West  Riding  County  Council  but  in  certain  instances  it  is  necessary  for  the 
the  Public  Health  Authority  to  take  action  to  prevent  the  sprea.d  of  milk 
borne  infection. 

During  the  yeax,  the  milk  at  one  of  the  Baildon  farms  v;as  found  to 
be  infected  v;ith  brucellosis  ana  following  sa*mpling  and  bacteriological 
examination  seven  animals  were  found  to  be  affected.  Notices  v/ere 
served  on  the  farmer  concerned  requiring  heat  treatment  of  the  milk  from 
the  infected  animals.

ICE  CRhiil^ 

There  is  one  manufacturer  and  forty  two  registered  retailers  of  ice 
cream  in  Baildon,  This  figui’e  is  supplemented  in  the  summer  months  by 
several  itinerant  vendors  operating  from  mobile  stalls.  The  registered 
dealers  in  general  sell  only  proprietary  wrapped  ice  cream  v?hilst  the 
itinerants  usually  sell  ice  cream  loose  and  are,  therefore,  more  lilcely 
to  retail  a  contaminated  product.  Regular  spot  checks  are  made  upon 
these  vehicles  to  ensure  satisfactory  standards  of  cleanliness. 

BillE  HOUSES 

The  five  balcehouses  situate  within  the  district  are  a.ll  above  ground 
level  and  periodic  inspections  have  revealed  no  serious  defects  and  a  good 
standard  of  cleanliness  has  been  found  to  exist. 

PREVENTION  OF  DiJ/Ii'.GE  BY  PESTS 

The  Council  in  addition  to  talcing  responsibility  for  rodent  control 
on  their  tips,  sewers  and  other  properties  operate  a  free  scheme  for  the 
eradication  of  rats  and  mice  on  private  domestic  premises.  This  scheme 
is  largely  instrumental  in  keeping  a  strict  control  on  the  rodent 
population  and  only  in  very  rare  instances  is  a  major  infestation 
encountered. 

Rodent  control  is  carried  out  on  a  pajpt  time  basis  by  one  of  the 
refuse  collectors  who  has  been  trained  in  this  work  with  advice  and 
supervision  as  required. 

C;JlAVidJ  SITES 

There  are  tv/o  caravan  sites  v;ithin  the  area  and  these  are  subject 
to  site  licences  and  relevant  conditions  prescribed  by  the  Caravan  Sites 
Control  of  Development  Order.  Regular  inspections  of  the  sites  are 
made  and  any  contraventions  of  the  conditions  of  the  site  licence  ai’e 
immediately  taken  up  v/ith  the  licence  holder. 
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GYPSIES 


The  usual  problems  associated  with  these  people  arose  from  time  to 
time  on  the  Common  Land  at  Baildon  Green,  The  report  of  the  Ministry 
of  Housing  and  Local  Government  on  "Gypsies  and  other  Travellers"  v/as 
published  during  the  year  which  was  the  first  comprehensive  study  in 
this  country  of  the  life  and  problems  of  a  minority  group.  It  stressed 
that  unless  this  problem  is  attacked  with  some  vigour  the  number  of 
people  following  this  mode  of  life  could  double  within  the  next  tv/enty 
years  and  that  difficulties  would  be  further  magnified  by  the  fact  that 
the  spread  of  ordinary  residential  development  during  this  period  v/ould 
make  even  more  difficult  the  finding  of  casual  stopping  places,  or  the 
establishment  of  special  caravan  sites.  In  the  conclusion  to  the 
report  the  Minister  stated  "that  in  his  view  this  situation  in  v/hich 
men,  women  and  children  have  no  homes  and  few  of  the  amenities  of  life, 
should  not  be  allowed  to  continue.  They  must  be  helped  to  improve 
their  living  conditions  and  encouraged  to  settle  down  and  send  their 
children  to  school".  At  the  year  end  discussions  were  tuking  place  with 
the  County  Council  regarding  the  provision  of  such  a  site  in  Baildon 
on  the  disused  tip  at  Esholt  Lane,  In  addition  to  progress  in  this 
field  three  gypsy  families  were  re-housed  in  Council  accommodation  during 
the  year.  Certain  problems  have  arisen  as  a  consequence  of  this 
rehabilitation  but  in  most  instances  ;vere  quickly  resolved. 

It  is  important  that  the  settled  population  accept  the  gypsies  as 
their  new  neighbours  and  learn  to  understand  them.  Tolerance  and 
goodwill  ’Will  be  needed  by  all  concerned  if  the  gypsies  are  to  lose 
their  impression  of  widespread  discrimination  a,ga,inst  them  and  are  to 
move  towards  social  equality  with  the  settled  population, 

FACTORIES  ACT,  1957 

Regular  inspections  are  made  to  check  sa.nitary  conditions  in 
factories  in  the  district,  the  attention  of  the  management  being  dravm 
where  necessary  to  any  unsatisfactory  circumstances.  In  no  insta,nce 
was  it  found  necessary  to  resort  to  statutory  action  to  bring  a.bout 
necessary  improvements,  A  register  of  outworkers  is  kept  by  the 
department  and  periodic  visits  are  made  to  registered  premises  to 
ensure  that  the  work  involved  is  not  causing  any  nuisance  to  the 
occupants  of  the  house  or  surrounding  property, 

OFFICES,  SHOPS  AM)  R/.ILVfAY  PREMISES  ACT,  1963 

Thirty  six  visits  were  made  to  registered  premises  and  in  seven 
cases  informal  notices  were  served  requiring  the  carrying  out  of  works. 
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COMPLAITJTS 


As  in  previous  years  a  wide  variety  of  complaints  have  been 
received.  These  have  received  prompt  attention  and  vmerever  possible 
a  solution  has  been  arrived  at.  In  the  majority  of  cases  it  vjas 
possible  to  bring  this  about  without  resort  to  statutory  action.

WATER  SUPPLY 

Water  is  distributed  by  the  Bradford  Corporation  and  is  collected  on 
the  Thornton  Moor  Catchment  Area,  the  greater  part  of  which  is  situated 
within  the  Denholme  Urban  District. 

1 ,02f8  dv/elling  houses  enjoy  a  supply  of  water  from  public  mains. 

The  remainder,  being  situate  in  the  outlying  parts  of  the  district  rely 
on  springs  and  vifells.  No  reports  of  insufficiency  of  water  have  been 
received  during  the  year. 

Samples  of  water  from  a  private  supply  at  a  farm  were  submitted  to 
the  Public  Health  Laboratory  and  were  found  to  be  unsatisfactory. 
Improvement  works  to  various  cisterns,  renewal  of  piping,  and  cleansing 
to  the  v;hole  system  was  undertaken  by  the  owner  of  the  farm,  and  subse¬ 
quent  samples  were  found  to  be  satisfactory, 

SEY/ETLl&E  AND  DPJ\.INAG-H 


The  whole  of  the  built-up  area  is  drained  to  sewers  v/hich  gravitate 
to  two  sewage  disposal  works.  One  at  Doe  Park  deals  with  an  estimxUted 
D.W.F.  of  41,250  galdons  per  day,  and  the  other  at  Whalley  Lane  deals  with 
an  estimated  DcW.E.  of  12,500  gallons  per  day.  Both  works  incorporate 
screens,  detritus  tanks,  settling  tanks,  percolating  filters  and  humus 
tanlcs .  A  Lea  Recorder  has  now  been  installed  at  the  Doe  Park  Works. 

The  sewage  from  the  Field  Head  Estate  gravitates  to  an  ejector  at 
Doctors  Bridge  and  is  discharged  to  the  head  of  the  ^/Ylialley  Lane  sewer. 

Samples  of  effluent  taken  during  the  year  were  classified  as  "&ood" 
in  respect  of  the  Doe  Park  Works,  and  "Unsatisfactory*'  from  the  Whalley 
Lane  V/orks.  It  is  established  that  the  V/halley  Lane  Works  are  over¬ 
loaded,  but  every  effort  is  being  made  to  ensure  a  high  degree  of 
maintenance . 


On  28th  November,  19^7,  a  local  investigation  was  held  of  the 
Council's  proposals  for  extending  the  Doe  Park  Works  and  abandoning  the 
Whalley  Lane  Works,  vdiich  scheme  was  referred  to  in  my  last  report. 

In  a  letter  dated  11th  January,  19^8,  from  the  Ministry  of  Housing 
and  Local  Government,  the  inspector  commented  as  follows :- 
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"  The  need  for  improved  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  for  Denholme  is 
accepted  and  the  Council's  proposals  are  considered  to  be  generally  satis¬ 
factory;  the  scheme  is  hereby  approved  in  principle  although  more 
frequent  desludging  of  the  tanks  at  Doe  Park  would  be  necessary  to  ensure 
compliance  with  the  requisite  standard  of  effluent  from  the  extended  v/orks. 
It  is,  however,  not  considered  that  there  is  an  urgent  need  for  the  work 
to  be  carried  out  at  the  present  time,  and  in  view  of  the  current 
restrictions  on  capital  expenditure  it  is  thought  that  the  scheme  is  one 
which  should  be  deferred  for  the  time  being.  " 

The  southern  area  comprising  Denholme  Clough  (approximately  80 
properties)  and  V/ell  Heads  (30  properties)  are  sev/ered  for  waste  water 
only,  and  septic  tanks  are  encouraged  where  practicable.  93  properties 
have  drains  connected  to  septic  tanks. 

RIVERS  ART)  STREALJS 


Close  liaison  with  officials  of  the  Rivers  Board  to  minimise 
pollution  in  water  courses  has  been  maintained.  A  degree  of  pollution 
is  evident  in  the  southern  portion  of  Denholme  Beck  in  the  Lo'wer  Clough 
area,  although  the  Denholme  Angling  Club  have  introduced  fish  into  these 
waters  which  appear  to  survive.

PUBLIC  CLEANS ING-

The  District  Midwifery  Service,  although  undergoing  change  in 
character,  is  still  a  veiy  vital  and  necessary  service.  The  national 
pattern  is  for  an  increasing  number  of  corif inements  to  take  place  in 
hospital,  but  mothers  are  frequently  discharged  after  48  hours  of 
delivery  to  be  nursed  at  homeo  This,  however,  as  some  would  suggest 
does  not  mean  that  the  district  midwife  is  becoming  redundant.  As 
early  detection  and  treatment  of  abnormalities  becomes  increasingly 
significant,  ante  natal  care  is  taking  up  more  time.  Ante  natal 
teaching  and  counselling  is  of  first  importance  and  midv/ives  also 
conduct  relaxation  and  parentcraft  classes  in  conjunction  with  the 
health  visitors. 

The  lying-in  period  remains  a  minimum  of  10  days.  Therefore  the 
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increasing  popularity  of  hospital  delivery  followed  by  early  discharge 
means  that  greater  numbers  of  mothers  and  babies  need  the  attention  of 
the  midwife  from  the  2nd  to  the  10th  day* 

Six  raidvifives  were  employed  in  this  Division  in  1967»  0^®  retired 
in  December  and  was  not  replaced.  Midwives  are  all  trained  to 

administer  analgesics  and  are  kept  up  to  date  with  modern  trends  and 
techniques  through  lectures  and  refresher  courses.

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HEALTH  VISITING- 


The  Health  Visitor  is  a  nurse  with  post  registration  qualification 
who  provides  a  continuing  seirvice  to  families  and  individuals  in  the 
community.  Her  work  has  five  main  aspects  - 

1.  The  prevention  of  mental,  physical  and  emotional  ill  health  and 
its  consequences. 

2,  Early  detection  of  ill  health  and  the  surveillance  of  'high  risk* 
groups , 

3*  Recognition  and  identification  of  need  and  mobilisation  of 
appropriate  resources  where  necessary. 

4.  Health  teaching. 

5*  Provision  of  care  which  includes  support  during  periods  of 

stress,  and  advice  and  guidance  in  cases  of  illness  as  well  as 
in  the  care  and  management  of  children.  The  Health  Visitor  is 
not,  however,  actively  engaged  in  technical  nursing  procedures. 

She  is  a  practitioner  in  her  own  right,  detecting  cases  of  need 
on  her  ov/n  initiative  as  well  as  acting  upon  referrals.  She  has  skills 
and  knowledge  particular  to  her  work  and  these  are  drav/n  from  her 
nursing  background  and  from  the  additional  preparations  in  her  health 
visitor  training. 

1967  has  been  a  very  hard  year  for  the  Health  Visitors  in  this 
Division,  for  although  the  establishment  is  I6  Health  Visitors,  there 
has  been  throughout  the  year  for  varying  reasons(raadnly  retirements  and 
long  term  illnesses)  a  severe  depletion  in  staff,  reducing  the  avera.ge 
v/hole-time  equivalent  to  8  qualified  Health  Visitors  and  4  Assisteuits 
to  Health  Visitors, 

In  addition  to  general  duties  quoted  above,  one  Health  Visitor 
specialises  in  the  care  of  diabetic  patients  and  patients  with  chest 
conditions.  She  works  in  close  conjunction  with  the  diabetic  and 
chest  clinics.  Another  Health  Visitor  attends  the  G-eriatric  Clinic 
at  St,. Luke's  and  liaises  between  the  hospital,  and  local  health 
authority  in  the  care  of  the  elderly. 

Training  of  new  recruits  is  all  important  and  theory  given  at  the 
universities  must  be  accompanied  by  practical  experience  in  the  field. 
One  of  our  Health  Visitors  is  a  recognised  'Field  ViTork  Instructor'  v/ho 
is  responsible  for  the  practical  training  of  two  or  three  Health 
Visitor  students  from  the  Leeds  or  Bradford  training  schools.

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Coinprehensive  care  is  the  ultimate  aim  in  the  v/ork  the  district 
nursing  sister.  Home  treatment  and  nursing  care  need  to  be 
reinforced  by  educat-'.ng  the  patient  and  family  in  the  matter  of  health. 

The  responsibilities  of  the  home  nurse  include 

(a)  Adapting  hospital  skills  to  nursing  the  sick  in  their  own  homes, 

(b)  Being  aware  of  the  nursing  ajid  social  needs  of  the  patient  and  the 
family, 

(c)  Establishing  and  maintaining  good  relationships, 

(d)  Using  every  opportunity  to  educate  the  patient  and  his  family  in 
matters  of  health, 

(e)  Teaching  rel.atives  to  care  for  the  patient  betv/een  the  nurse’s  visits, 

(g)  Communic acting  and  co-operating  with  workers  in  other  services 

concerned  with  the  health  and  v/elfare  of  the  community,  so  using 
to  the  full  the  health,  welfare  and  social  services  in  her  area. 

There  are  11  full  time  home  nursing  sisters  in  the  division, seven 
of  v;hom  have  the  additional  certificate  of  the  Queens  Institute  of 
District  Nursing,  One  sister  obtained  this  certificate  during  the 
year,  the  remaining  four  hn,ve  a,pplied  to  take  the  course  a,nd  are  on  the 
waiting  list  for  the  V7,R,C,G,  tra.ining  scheme.  One  pp.rt-time  State 
Enrolled  Nurse  is  employed  to  assist  the  sisters  with  the  heavy 
p,atients  and  v;ork  v;ith  chronic  pcatients. 

As  can  be  seen  by  the  a.djoining  ta,ble  on  the  summaj:y  of  cases  dea.lt 
v/ith  during  the  year,  by  far  the  gre attest  proportion  of  the  home  nurses 
time  is  devoted  to  caring  for  the  elderly.  In  this  both  she  and  the 
relatives  are  assisted  by  the  provision  of  the  laundry  service, 
disposa.ble  incontinence  pads  a,nd  pants,  and  the  variety  of  nursing  and 
medica.l  a-ids  availa.ble  through  the  County  Loan  scheme. 

One  sister  is  responsible  for  the  pra.ctical  work  of  West  Riding 
ca.ndida.tes  undertaking  district  training.  She  ha.s  charge  of  one 
student  from  an  adjoining  division  for  a  period  of  3  or  A  months  twice 
a  year.  One  of  the  candida,tes  this  year  gained  a  distinction.  From 
time  to  time  the  sisters  are  asked  to  participate  in  the  training 
programme  of  other  students  -  pupil  nurses  from  hospitals  and  other 
social  work  students.  This  usually  involves  taking  them  on  their 
rounds  one  or  more  days  thus  promoting  communication  and  liaison 
betv/een  themselves  and  other  members  of  the  medical  and  nursing  professions.
